SHOT DOWN IN A CROWD. 


ELKY BURKE I8 KILLED IN FIFTH

Several Men Become Involved in Quar- 


‘vel with Samuel Clayman in His Sa- 

leon and Throw Glasses at Him— 
Shooting Follows—Spectators Say 
Affray Ended on Walk, but Prisoner 
Denies This, and Says Bullet Was 
Fired in Saloon in Self-Defense. 


In sight of hundreds of men and women 
who were hurrying home from work dur- 
ing the rush hour, Elky Burke, 28 years 
old, was shot and killed about 6 o’clock 
last evening in front. of Samuel Clayman’s 
saloon at 126 Fifth avenue. The shooting 
‘was done by Clayman, who is now locked 
up at Central Station. One shot was fired, 


the bullet penetrating Burke’s neck, sever- 


ing the jugular vein and causing death 
quickly, 


Clayman’s saloon is headquarters for 


‘scores of men who frequent Fifth avenue 
near Madison street. It is known as 


Sam's Exchange.” Last evening the bar 


was lined with customers and several more 


were drinking in a rear room. According to 


Clayman’s story a fight wae started by five 
or six men seated around a table and he 
went back to quell it. 


Instead of pacifying the men his interfer- 


ence had the opposite effect. When he 
stepped back behind the bar beer bottles 
and 22 glasses were hurled at him and 
one o em shattered the large plate glass 
mirror behind the bar. 


story of the Shooting. 
Clayman, according to the stories of wit- 


nesses, reached under the bar, and, drawing 
a revolver, leveled it at the crowd. There 


was a rush for the door and into the street, 
Clayman ‘following to the sidewalk, which 
was crowded with people. Rushing up to 


Burke, Clayman, it is said, placed the muzzle 
of his revolver within two feet of Burke’s 


neck and fired. He then ran back into the 
saloon. Burke staggered into the arms of 


William Miesinger of 1316 Twentyrürst street, 
and, after walking a few feet, fell uncon- 


scious. 

Hundreds of people saw the shooting, and 
when they realized what had happened great 
excitement preyefled. A dozen policemen 
on the scene almost in- 
stantly and they experienced some difficulty 
in restraining the crowd that blockaded Fifth 
avenue from Madison street half a block 
north. 

Burke was carried to Arend’s drug store at 
Madison street and Fifth avenue, and Dr. 
Joseph H. Camp of 809 Wells street attended 
him, but he died while an attempt was being 
made to stop the flow of blood from his neck. 
The body was taken to Rolston's undertaking 
rooms.

Clayman was arrested by Detectives: Dris-

For the second time within four weeks 


Robert E. Burke, former City Ol! Inspector, 
was indicted last night by the Cook County 
grand jury. The indictment, charging both 
the former inspector and Max Praeger, his 
chief deputy, with conspiracy to commit an 
offense, was returned by the October grand 
jury at 10:45 o’clock. With a sweeping ar- 
raignment of the political chief went a de- 
mand, embodied in the jury’s final report, 
that the fee system should be abolished inall 
public offices of the city, county, and State. 


Upwards of twenty counts are containedin 


the voluminous indictment of 179 pages re- 
turned against Burke and Praeger. Under 
this new charge Bob Burke is held to be 
guilty as City Oil Inspector of fraud, deceit; 
and misconduct or culpable negligence in the 
performance of his official duty.” Heis held 
to have “ defrauded the City of Ch 
making false, fraudulent, and deceitful 
ports.” He is charged with doing an ille 
act injurious to the public policy in that 
has made “ fraudulent and deceitful

“I desire to interpose a challenge, he be- 
gan, to the array of the grand jury and to 
enter an objection in behalf of two citizens 
who, I understand, have been made the sub- 
jects of an indictment—Robert E. Burke and 
Max Praeger. I interpose this objection, that 
the grand jury has not been regularly 
chosen, selected, assembled, and sworn ac- 
cording to law. And I also interpose an 
objection to the receiving of this report and 
against receiving this indictment on the 
ground that when the Criminal Court ad- 
journed at 5 o'clock this afternoon it ad- 
journed until 10 o’clock on Monday morn- 
ing. It now being 10:45 o'clock p. M, I con- 
tend that the Criminal Court is not now in 
session. I ask a ruling on this.“

"| Barly Life of Stokes. 

Stokes was born in Phila- 
deiphia in 1841. Hie father, a brother of 
James Stokes, was a man of comfortable 


‘fortune, and young Stokes had a good edu- 


cation. He went to New York when he was 
20 years old and began busi asa produce 


dealer. Then he went into the petroleum 
business with his father and they built a re- 
fining plant at Hunter’s Point. 

It was the height of the Tweed ring days, 
and James Fisk Jr., senior partner of the 
Wall atreet firm of Fisk, Gould & Martin, 
Was in the glory of his career. Wh one of 
his partners, Jay Gould, he controlled the 
Erie-ratiroad; and on his own account he 
owned’ the Fall River and Bristol lines of 


Fisk's house,-at 869 West Twenty-third 
etreet, Wad an Aladdin's palace peopled with 
ballet houris and givén over to rollicki 
suppers and genera! riotous living. Theh 
of Fisk's household was Helen Josephine 
Lawier-Mansfield. Fisk's wife, Mre. Lucy 
D. Fisk, lived at a hotel when she was in 
town, but spent most of the time at Fisk's 
country home in Vermont. 


Troubles Over a Woman. 

At this stage of Fisk's career he met Stokes. 
The young oi] manufacturer was already a 
conspicuous figure in the Delmonico district. 
He was a notably handsome man. Fisk and 
Stokes first met in January, 1864. January 
seems to have been the fated month in all the 
relations between these two. On Jan. 4, 
1864, they had their first conference; on Jan.

Ten days later a messen- 
ger called at Mackay's hotel and delivered 
the following note: 

“Mr. Stokes begs that Mr. Mackay accept 
the mare Eva, with his compliments and beat 
wishes. 

From that began 
Mackay and Stokes. In conjunction with 
Cassius M. Reed, Stokes bought a mine from 
Mackay, which he placed in London and 
Paris at a profit of nearly $2,000,000. 

Shortly after that Reed and Stokes be- 
came partners in the Hoffman House. John 
W. Mackay was also a partner. The hotel 
became the recognized headquarters of 
Tammany Hall and up-State Democratic 
politicians. 

Meanwhile Stokes was acting as Mackay’s 
agent in buying up the stock of the Bank- 
ers and Merchants’ Telegraph company. 
Stokes became a stockholder in the now 
defunct Madison Square Bank and chairman 
of its Executive committee. Stokes’ transac- 
tions with Mackay in the Bankers and Mer- 
chants’ Telegraph company were not satis- 
factory to Mr. Mackay, and he brought many 
‘suits against Mr. Stokes. Reed and Stokes 
began to quarrel. 


Quarrels with Reed. 


The partners continued to quarrel and final- 
ly Reed found himself onthe outside of the 
Hoffman House in a back room on the third 
floor of a Twenty-third street lodging- 
house. Then he began to sue Stokes for an 
accounting, including monéy loaned in the 
days when Stokes was in the Tombs under 
sentence of death. To this Stokes pleaded 
the statute of Mmitations. Stokes did not 
make a success as a hotel proprietor, and 
finally he sold out his interest. 


Woman Claims to Be Wife. 

When Stokes was taken sick this last time 
a woman, who says her maiden name is 
Rosamond n Barclay, turned up and 
claimed to be married to Stokes. She said 
she first met Mr. Stokes when she was a 
little girl. Her father, she said, was Charles 
Barclay, an Englishman and a friend of Mr. 
Stokes. She said she was educated at Farm- 
ington, Conn., and that twelve years ago she 
renewed her acquaintance with Mr. Stokes. 
She said the other day: 

“Mr. Stokes and I were married on Oct. 

18, 1900, at Shipmen’s Point, Canada, by an 
Episcopal minister whose name I don't re- 
member. He was stopping at the hotel 
where we were. At that time Mr. Stokes 
was not in good health, and he wished to 
provide for me and arrange matters so that 
mould he become seriously ill I would have 
the right to visit him, even though our mar- 
riage was not made public.“ 
On the return of Mr. Stokes to New York 
this last time he was an occupant of the 
house in which Miss Barclay lived, in West 
Beventy-ninth street. He was taken out 
for a drive one day by Mr. and Mrs. Howard 
MacNutt, the latter his sister, and taken 
to their home, at 731 St. Nicholas avenue, 
where he died. 

Stokes, ever since he got out of prison, has 
gone to every night with the gas at full 
flame and a valet sleeping on a couch beside 
him. He was always afraid of Fisk's ghost. 

Josie Mansfield in 1891, at the age of 50, 
in St. George's Church, Hanover Square, 
London, married Robert Livingston Read, 
a young man of wealth, who soon left her, 
but always supported her. He was a 
brother of Lady Falkland. Returning to 
this country she lived for a time in Boston, 
where in 1899 she was stricken with paralysie 
and removed to the home of her sister in 
Philadelphia, the sister being the wife of a 
wealthy merchant. 

After Fisk's death Josie Mansfield sued 
Colonel Fisk's widow for $200,000, which she 
claimed the dead man owed her. She did not 
win the suit. She went to Boston. The peo- 
ple hooted her as she passed through the 
streets, and she finally found a more con- 
genial abode in. Parts. She was often seen 
at Baden-Baden. In 1868 a woman known as 
Josie Williams died in Delanco, N. J., and 
was buried in Monument Cemetery, Beverly, 
N. J. It was printed all over the country at 
388 that this woman was Josie Mans- 

eld.

ADRIFT BALLOO 


Rope Breake During an Exhibition in 
dan Francisco and Bag of Hot Air 
_ with Its Human Freight Ascends te 

Height of a Mile, Them Sails Away— 
Later Descends Near La Hondaé, 
but Rises Again and Finally Comes 
Down Near Peseadero. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 2.—[Special.]—A 
captive balloon, in which were seven men and 
one woman, broke loose from its fastenings 
this afternoon, as the rope was being drawn 
in, and floated away. 

The balloon was seen by thousands as it 
soared up to the height of a mile or more and 
then drifted southwest toward Santa Clara 


‘County... «« 


The balloon escaped at 4:80 o'clock, and at 
8 o’clock hews came from La Honda, in Ban 
Mateo County, twenty-two miles from San 
Francisco, that the balloon had descended 
there on the Haskell ranch, approached the 
ground, then rose again, and sailed away. 
The ranch is at the summit of the Santa Crus 
Mountains. 
The balloon finally descended on the coast 
six miles from Pescadero, fifty miles from 
this city. All the occupants of the balloon 
were rescued. 


Eight Sail Away in Balloon. 

The balloon was stationed at Market and 
Eleventh streets and five or six ascensions 
had been made successfully. The balloon 
was allowed to go up 1,000 feet and was held 
by a stout rope. An aeronaut of the name 
of Dudley accompanied each party. When 
seven people were secured an ascension was 
made. 

About 4 o’clock seven men and one woman 
entered the balloon. There was little wind 
and the ascension was successful. After 
spending fifteen minutes at the height of 
1,000 feet the managers began to haul in the 
rope by means of a windlass. 


Rope Breaks in Windlass. 

When two-thirds of the rope had been 
hauled in, the rope, where cloth was bound 
around it to indicate the number of feet, 
Caught in the windlass and was snapped 
off. Before the operators: could catch the 
rope it flew off the windlass and the balloon 
began to rise rapidly and drift southward. 
The balloon was big and filled with hot air. 
It swiftly rose to a height over one mile 
and soon passed out of sight. 

News came from several suburban cities 
that the balloon had been seen drifting over 
the country, headed southwest. At 8 o’clock 
tonight news came from La Honda that the 
balloon apparently touched in a mountain 
gorge near there, but soon rose and sailed 
away about 500 feet above the ground. 

The ‘balloon was in charge of Professor T. 
8. Baldwin, who had been giving these ascen- 
stone all summer) and fall at the Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition in Buffalo.

Policeman Tells of Accident. 

A policeman who was an eye-witness of the 
accident said tonight: The balloon was 
held merely by half-inch mantla rope, and 
the strain on it was so great that the rope 
parted. As the rope parted it flew out vio- 
lently and the end hit my hat. I exanrined the 
rope and found the strands were all fluffy 
where the rope broke. The balloon was en- 
tirely too heavy for the slender rope, and it 
should have been attached by an extra rope 
for safety.”

Great Power of Corporations. 


“The subject of corporations, both public 
and private, is today commanding the pro- 
found attention of the lawyer and the states- 
man alike. The power which private corpo- 
rations possess is so great and their capacity 
for mischief is so boundless that serious men 
have realized the absolute necessity which 
exists in this country of devising restraints 
for the protection of society. Take, by way 
of example, the railroad corporations. It is 
within their power to reconstruct the in- 
dustrial map of the United States. They 
can practically. decree at what places any 
industry shall be conducted, 

The railroads, by the rates they make, 
can decide whether. the butter. consumed in 
New York City shall be produced in New 
York State or in Michigan or Ohio; whether 
Western merchants who buy their goods 


over those who buy them in Boston or Phil- 
adelphia. The time was, if it is not still, 
when the railroads could dictate not merely 
where industries could be carried on but by 
whom they could be carried on. 


How Monopolies Can Be Built. 


“Take the case of the Standard O11 com- 
pany. It certainly is no secret that the great 
monopoly that company possesses was built 
up by discrimination in freight rates by the 
railroad companies upon the demand of the 
Standard Off company in order to crush out 
independent refiners. In the course of a year 
‘and a half the company recetved, or was said 
to have received, from the rallroatis- $10,000,- 
000 in rebates. Congress in 1887 created an 
Interstate Commerce commission with the 
view to regulating the roads, but gave the 
commission no power to enforce its findings. 

“The formation of the Unfted States Steel 
corporation and other industrial combina- 
tions of a like character lately effected have 
given great prominence to the questions 
which relate to the trusts. That trusts may 
result In a saving in thé wastes of competi- 
tion is no doubt good. Against that good, 
however, are possible evils of great mag- 
nitude—the evil of stock watering, of high 
prices to consumers because of monopolistic 
power, of low prices to producers of raw 
material which the combination, as being the 
largest buyer, can compel the producer to 
accept; lower wages to the laborer, and above 
all the powerful ff not corrupt influence 
which may be exerted over political organi- 


ment. 
Control an Enormous Influence. 


“It is within the recoliection of some here 
that it was openly charged in the public 
press that the Influence of a great corpora- 
tion secured the appointment of a man now 
dead as Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

“The Judiciary committee of the Senate 
declined to report his nomination favorably, 
although, after much delay and considerable 
feeling, he was finally confirmed by a major- 
ity of one. | 

There may bade been no truth in the 
cha then made, and it is now mentioned 
simply to show how it is possible for cor- 
porate influence to reach even the highest 
court, and that without corrupt methods. 

“Do not understand me as making an at- 
tack upon corporations. My only purpose 
now is to direct attention to certain prob- 
lems about which the people are thinking 
and which concerns us not alone as citizens 
but as lawyers. Twenty-seven States and 
Territories have passed laws to destroy ex- 


vent the further organization of them. 

teen States have adopted constitutional pro- 
visions for a like purpose. In 1890 Congress 
passed an anti-trust law which was known 
as the Sherman act. 


Present Laws Are Ineffective. 


“ So far as industrial development is con- 
cerned I think it is quite generally agreed 
that the laws already enacted have had little 
practical effect. We are not only concerned 
as lawyers with what has been enacted, but 
the opinions of lawyers will doubtless be 
potential in determining perhaps not what 
should be done but what can constitution- 
ally be done, and what is within the scope of 
federal legislation as compared with that of 
the States. The American statesman and 
the American lawyer are no less concerned 
over the problems which relate to public cor- 


porations. 

“City government in the United States is 
extravagant, inefficient, and corrupt.

People cannot live a decent exist 
pay nothing of a civilized and — whe 
among the architectural environments of 
puch a city as ours,” said Professor Charles 
Zueblin in a lecture on Culture ” before the 
Matheon club yesterday. “ The most of our 
houses have false fronts of brownstone, 
terra cotta, or pressed brick, while the sides 
and rear are made of what one of my friends 
calls ‘ sewer brick.“ 

Professor Zueblin was decrying the infiu- 
ence of such shams on people who are 
obliged to exist among them. He was severe 
on the character of the buildings that sur 
round him in Woodlawn and all about the 
University of Chicago. 

One looks down a street there,” he said, 
“and it is like a side view of the wings of 
the theater. The scenery is all sticking out. 
We expect people who come to our houses to 
come in a closed carriage and to walk 
straight up to the front door, looking neither 
to the right nor left. If they glance side- 
wise they will see those walls of nasty brick. 
Our habitations are mostly shells to protect 
us from the weather, with a false front. 
which is of no architectural value unless 
we look at it squarely from the curbstone. 


Architecture Is Sadly Neglected. 

“We blame contractors and labor untons 
for our building troubles. We forget that we 
are responsible. We demand buildings made 
of the cheapest and poorest stuffs, and we 
want them put together within a few weeks 
or months. We have not seen enough archi- 
tecture to insist that our city must be as 
beautiful as any other. Architecture is one 
of the most neglected elements in the culture 
we seek.“ 

Professor Zueblin went on to say that al- 
most all children have natural artistic in- 
stincts. They are crushed out by the sur- 
roundings of cities like Chicago, he believes. ' 

The professor told the members of the club 
of so many things essential to culture that 
they sighed and concluded nothing short of 
a course at the University of Chicago would 
be of any avail. Painting, architecture, 


music, history, poetry, philosophy, fiction, 


science, and religion were a few of the things 
he mentioned as being absolutely fundament-

LONDON, Nov. 2.—Three generations of 
the royal family in the line of succession to 
the throne came from Portsmouth today by 
a single train. Extraordinary precautions 
were required for making the assurance of 
their safety doubly sure. 6 

For eighty-nine miles the track was 
guarded by several hundreds of plate layers 
with flags, and the royal train, running at a 
high speed, was virtually signaled by hand 
the entire distance from the coast. 

All ordinary traffic was suspended for sev- 
eral hours and the Victoria Station virtually 
was closed during the busiest portion of the 
half holiday. 


Railroads Go to Great Expense. 

There cam be no possible scale of compen- 
sation for the railway corporation for the 
expenses and sacrifices involved by the royal 
transit, yet the directors bear their burdens 
cheerfully and are untiring in their exer- 
tlons for ministering to the comfort of the 
‘members of the royal family. They decorat- 
ed Victoria Station with the flags of every 
British colony, including the colors of the 
thirteen which were lost at Yorktown, and 
provided an imperial setting for the closing 
function of the Duke of Cornwall's mission. 

Services like these are naturally rewarded 
by decorations and occasionally by a Baron- 
etcy. Today’s pageant offered a fine effect 
and an antithesis to the memorable scene at 
Queen Victoria's funeral. Then, as now, the 
members of the royal family had spent the 
night at Portsmouth harbor with the chan- 
nel fleet standing guard at Spithead and 
they had come from the coast to Victoria 
Station to pass through the densely crowded 
streets under the protection of the strong 
military which lined the roadways.

IN RECENT SPEECH SCORED. 


Denial Is Made of Charge That British 
Policy in South Africa Finds a Paral- 
lel fn Deeds During Franco-Prussian 

Oonflict—Berlin Paper Fears if Such

| BERLIN, Nov. 2.—The speech of the Brit- 


ish Colonial Secretary, Mr. Chamberlain, at 
Edinburg, on Oct. 26 (in which he said the 
British would tind precedents for anything

period of the foreign occupation, caused little 
excitement here. 

A government official here who was inter- 
viewed on the subject sald absolutely no oc- 
casion exists for Germany to take official 
notice of the affair, adding that the Matin, 
which published the letters, was not an offi- 
cial organ. The French government would 
evade any diplomatic representations by dis- 
claiming any connection with the Matin. 
Furthermore, the expectation expressed in 
Paris that the incident will cause the publica- 
tion of the Mield Marshal's letters will not 
be realized. 

Praise for Von Waldersee. 

The Kreuz Zeitung today admits the skill 
and politeness with which General Voyron 
sought to secure the greatest possible degree 
of independence of the Field Marshal for the 
French commanders, and says that hence 
Von Waldersee deserves all the greater praise 
for discharging his difficult task. 

The National Zeitung sarcastically admits 
that the Matin proves General Voyron’s 
diplomatic talent by the publication of the 
letters. 

The Berliner Neueste Nachrichten dis- 
cusses the letters and the several issues in- 
volved, and assumes that their publication 
was an unfriendly act against the Field Mar- 
shal, as otherwise the matter is incompre- 
hensible, since Von Waldersee treated the 
French with exceptional courtesy. 


France Held Ever an Enemy. 

Referring to the Chauvinistic French news- 
paper comment on the letters, the Berliner 
Neueste Nachrichten concludes: 

“The more the French papers discuss the 
letters the more deeply we are impressed 
with the fact that the temporary cessation of 
Chauvinistic demonstrations in France is 
due rather to tactical considerations than to 
a change in the political sentiments of the 
nation. As soon as the general situation 
warrants French hope of success in a new 


reckoning with Germany, the old hatred will 
break forth with its full force. The French 
remain the arch-enemies of our people. We 
Germans must never forget this in times of 
peace and polite phrases.” | 


Germany Shows Self-Control. 

The Voasische Zeitung says: It required 
great self-control to maintain cool blood 
over the letters, and magnanimous spirit was 
shown thereafter in giving the French Gen- 
eral, Bonnal, a warm reception in Berlin at 
the end of May.

KAISER FOR A PRADE WAR 


GERMAN RULER QUOTED AS FOE 
TO AMERICAN METHODS. 


Frenchman Says William Told Him 
Time ls Near Wien All Europe Must 
Combine to Declare a Blockade 
Against Goods from the United 
States—Trusts Blamed for Present 
Conditions—Eugiand Must Soon Take 
Sides in Struggle for Commerce.

PARIS, Nov. 2.~Emperor William never 
misses an opportunity to ingratiate him- 
self with the Parisians. M. Pierre de Segur, 
in the current number of the Revue de Paris, 
tells of the Kaiser’s criticism of American 
trade methods and declares the German ruler 
predicted a European union to oppose the 
United States. 

M. de Segur relates how, last July, in com- 
pany with a few friends, he happened to 
meet the imperial yacht Hohenzollern at 
anchor in the picturesque Norwegian fjord 
of Odde, and, desirous of visiting the yacht, 
called at the gangway and handed his card 
to the first officer. : 

Much to Pierre de Segur’s amazement the 
reply came in the form of an invitation to 
dinner with the Emperor, and at the in- 
formal conversation which ensued the Kaiser 
unbosomed himself with extraordinary 
frankness in regard to the United States. 

Interview Declared Accurate. 

The interview, the accuracy of which is 
guaranteed by M. de Segur, notwithstanding 
any official denials that may subsequently 
emanate from the sober second thoughts 
of the Reichsanzeiger, is worth cabling, for 
although the conversation took place last 
summer, it is of special interest just now. 

‘The dinner was served by the sailors to 
the sound of an excellent string band, which 
out of consideration for the visitors played 
only French airs—not, however, the Mar- 
seillaise.’’ 

What especially impressed M. de Segur 
was the Emperor’s military brusqueness, 
tempered by German familiar goodfellow- 
ship, his clear blue, penetrating eyes honest- 
ly gazingat the eyes of the person with 
whom he talked. The Kaiser is a great suf- 
ferer from seasickness, but he never dis- 
plays the slightest qualms about facing 
stormy weather. He talks of my wife 
when referring to the Empress and of 
“papa” when designating his grandfather, 
Emperor William I. — — 
Sees Peril in American Trusts. 

“The Emperor’s conversation with us,“ 

says M. de Segur, was chiefly about the 
United States, towards which he evinced 
but faint sympathy. To him there is a 
menace for the future in the colossal! trusts 
so dear to the Yankee millionaire, which tend 
to place an industry or an international ex- 
change in the hands of a single individual 
or a group of individuals.

British Ruler’s Condition Causes Some 
Anxiety, Which Is Allayed—Or- 
dered to Stop Smoking.

LONDON, Nov. 2.—There ig little to add to 
dispatches concerning King Edward's health. 
Although the definite statement printed in 
the Medical Press and Circular that he had 
been operated upon for papillomatous growth 
in the vocal cords reawakened some anxi- 
ety, the prompt denial in the Lancet may be 
unreservedly accepted. 

It is known that his Majesty’s throat has 
been subjected to spray treatment for sev- 
eral months. The King himself traced the 
trouble, which first made itself known by the 
appearance of blood, to histhroat. Knowing 
the royal family’s predisposition to disease 
he was alarmed, and specialists were called 
in. They diagnosed the trouble as smoker's 


from tobacco. 
The King has always been a heavy smoker 


of cigars and cigarets, and he demurred to 
such drastic treatment. His advisers com- 
promised the matter by greatly reducing his 
daily allowance of cigars and cutting off 
cigarets altogether.

One other cause for the circulation of these 
yarns is the frequent visits to Marlborough 
House of Sir Felix Semon, a throat specialist, 
who really goes, however, to treat the 
Queen, who is afflicted with ca 
deafness.

when he is @ candidate for Parliament. M.

A great deal of alarm has been raised over 
the vintage of 1901, and an advance in the 
price of champagne has been announced.

PLAN RAILROAD TO THE YUKON. 


All-Canadian Line to the Gold Country 
Now Is Declared to Baa 
Necessity. 
Ottawa, Can., Oct. 31—([Special . Corre- 
spondence.]—G. R. Maxwell, member of Par- 
Hament for Burrard, B. C., in discussing the 
establishment of the assay Office at Van- 
couver said if American interests felt the 
effects of the new arrangement this year it 
will be worse next year, when the govern- 
ment will probably be prepared to handle 
ten or twelve millions of Klondike gold at 
Vancouver. 
A question of importance to American 
trade, he said, was that of railway communi- 
cation with the Yukon. At present every- 
thing goes into the country through Amer!t- 
can channels and the demand for an all- 
Canadian route from British Columbia over- 
land into the Canadian Yukon is becoming 
imperative. The cost of transporting freight 
by the White Pasa railway is almost pro- 
hibitive for genera] commercial purposes and 
to that extent is held to retard the opening 
up of the country. 
White Traders Marry Squaws. 
Most of the whites engaged in the fur 
traffic or other occupations peculiar to the 
territory east of James Bay are marrying 
squaws, according to a report by Miles Spen- 
cer, an agent of the Hudson's Bay company 
in that region. Their children are growing 
up without religious instruction or secular 
education, missionary visits being few and 
far between. Mr. Spencer says the Eski- 
mos have decreased in numbers since they 
began using cooked d and adopting Euro- 
pean ways. There ar four trading districts 
east of James Bay, ik each of which the 
Indians supply an avgrage of about 20,000 
furs annually, chiefly/fox, marten, beaver, 
otter, and reindeer. he silver fox skin 1s 
the most valuable, d sold at the various 
t $18.

The Indian tribes are nearly 
all branches of the Crees and for the most 
part adhere to their tribal customs and tra- 
ditions.

Lord Strathcona, High Commissioner for 
Canada in Great Britain, who came over to 
help in the reception of the Duke and Duchess 
of Cornwall, has nearly completed plans for 
a fast ocean service between Canada and 
Great Britain. The only questions that now 
remain to be settled are the amount of the 
subsidy to be voted by the two governments 
and practical steps to secure the reduction of 
insurance rates which now discriminate so 
severely against Canadian ports. The 
capitalists who are ready to build the fleet 
of new steamers required asked a larger sub- 
sidy than the two governments were pre- 
pared to grant. These difficulties are in a 
fair way towarde adjustment, and * be- 
lieved Lord Strathcona's return to ndon 
in a few days will be followed in due course 
by an announcement that the contracts have 
‘been let and the fast line scheme actually 
launched.

PHASES OF IRREVERENCE. 
In the whole field of religion there are 
few things more interesting than to see how 
the most divergent forms of religious ex- 
pression will call forth from their respec- 
tive opponents remonstrances that might. 
be couched in almost the same words. Take, 
for instance, the charge of . irreverence 
which is bandied about from one side to the 
other with great earnestness and frequency. 
When Dr. Berry at the Epworth league 
convention in San Francisco exhorted bis 
hearers to go forth and “ pump salvation ” 
into the city, persons who were not ac- 
customed to such violent attempts at making 
eatchy phrases were inclined to wince or 
eben to shudder, These same persons have 
the same sensation when they bear Mr. 
Chadwick at the Northfield School in Mas- 
sachusetts say that “the Lord makes the 
devil sweat tempting his saints,” or when 
they stop at a street corner and hear a 
Salyation Army Captain sing “ Vote for 
Jesus.“ 
Such deviations from good taste seem 
to the formalist absolutely inexcusable, 
There is an irreverence about them that 
he cannot forgive. ‘He feels with Matthew 
Arnold an utter loathing for such strong- 
ly individualistic attempts “to express the 
inexpressible and to define the indefinable,” 
and he is likely to take refuge in those state- 
ly and appropriate services. which the ritu- 
alistic churches are able to offer him. 
But the individualist, who feels able to 
coin his religious sentiments into his own 
words, finds in the ritualistic services cer- 
tain’ features from which he recoils with 
the same cry of “irreverent” which he 
himself excites in his critics. When, for 
instance, he hears the gospel intoned in 
such a way as to be unintelligible, or when 
he hears a mumbling of prayers at the 
altar and cannot distinguish one word from 
another, be is inclined to say that this is 
all hocus-pocus and a wretched travesty 
upon the true spirit of worship. 

Now, all this difference of feeling—at 
least as far as it has been outlined—is not 
based on a difference in doctrine but rather 
on a difference in taste and temperament. 
Both the individualist and the formalist 
would admit that the main object of their 
worship is Communion with Ged. If that 
is found, the rest is unessential. But the 
form in which that worship is to be con- 
ducted would, even if theological difficul- 
ties were removed, still remain a cause of 
division. The theological animus which 
causes Bishop McCabe to make disparag- 
ing remarks about Catholic saints, and 
which causes Staley in his “Catholic 
Religion (Anglican) to include under his 
illustrations of violations of the fourth com- 
mandment the attending of services not au- 
thorized dy the chureh—this theological 
animus is not deeper than the tempera- 
mental difference which drives one man to 
4 camp-meeting where the sanctities of 
religion are clothed grotesquely in the 
phrases of the streets, and sends another 
to a cathedral where the lights, the in- 
cense, and the singing haye the effect which 
is nowhere better described than by the 
arch puritan Milton, where he saye that 
they— 


Dissolve me into ecstasies 
And bring all heaven before mine eyes. 


If these differences are ever reconciled 
it will hardly be by the growth of charity. 
Charity may help a man to forgive or to 


understand must come with the growth of.

ANARCHY THE PROGENY OF DESPOTISN, 
Ot all the wild things that have been 
said about anarchy sitice President McKin- 
ley’s assassins tion, quite the wildest are to 
be found in an article by Geoffrey Langtoft 
in the current issue of the Fortnightly Re- 
view. This writer not only maintains that 
“there is no essential difference between 
the teachings of Anarchists and Socialists,” 
but he also declares that both these nox- 
ious political growths are the progeny of 
democracy itself.“ He goes even further in 
suggesting that “ the problem of effectually 
dealing with anarchism may prove to be 


are permitted to formulate and dominate 
the policies of leading nations without ade- 
quate check from those higher and more 
stable elements of national life which are 
represented by proprietorship and intel- 
lect.” And later he says, By democracy 
tens of thousands of people have been 
taught to believe . .. that pot only are 
theft and murder not crimes but are posi- 
tive virtues, provided they be committed in 
the name and to further the interests of some 
political cause.” 

There must be some people to whom talk 
of this kind will appeal, for it is extremely 
improbable that any individual—even Mr. 
Langtoft—is unique. But the mental con- 
stitution of such a person is certainly 
peculiar. Mr. Langtoft avers that anarchy 
is the progeny of democracy,” and yet 
almost in the same breath he innocently re- 
marks that “American Anarchists are 
mostly foreign immigrants, Italians and 
German Jews being specially prominent.” 
It is curious that he does not see how neat- 
ly this refutes his thesis. Anarchy is the 
progeny of democracy,” and yet in demo- 
cratic America anarchy is not a home prod- 
uct but a foreign article imported from 
monarchical Italy and monarchical Ger- 
many. How Mr. Langtoft can take himself 
so seriously is a puzzle. 

But why American Anarchists should be 
„mostly foreign immigrants” is no puzzle. 
The reason is that anarchy is the “ progeny ” 
not of democracy but of despotism. For 
anarchy is in large measure an expression 
of class hatred and,. therefore, flourishes 
most where the gulf that divides the sub- 
ject classes from the ruling classes is widest. 
In a country like Russia, where the gov- 
erning power is wholly in the hands of a 
smell circle, it does not seem unnatural 
that certain of the masses, thinking it im- 
possible to get recognition of the needs of 
their fellows by lawful means, should re- 
sort in despair to violence as a method of 
frightening government into concessions, 
But in a land where every citizen is guaran- 
teed by fundamental law au equal voice 


the motive for using violence is taken away 
because the champion of any cause has in 
the right of free speech and the ballot box 


much more effective means of making bim- 


tolerate, not to understand.

So it happens that our Anarchists are, as 
Mr. Langtoft says, mostly immigrants ” 
that is, men who have grown up in hatred 
of some callous government controlled by 
a few and come to our shores too late to 
learn the difference between a despotism 
and a government by the people. Their an- 
archy is the result of their ignorance of 
our people and our institutions, and those 


of them alone are incapable of reclamation 


who are too stupid or too blinded by ani- 
mosity to understand their own interests. 
So far, then, from anarchy being the prog- 
eny of democracy, precisely the opposite 
is true—democracy is the antidote of an- 
archy. The best way to prevent the growth 
of an indigenous race of violent Avarchists 
among us is to perpetuate our government 
as a democracy in truth as well as in name 
and to teach the nature of democratic insti- 


tutions to every citizen. 


CITIZENS ASSOCIATION WORK. 
Among the most valuable agencies affect- 
ing the present stage of municipal govern- 
ment in this country are those whose efforts 


are directed specifically, not to elections or 


to legislation, but to administration—to 
stopping by publicity and judicial process 
actual or threatened officia! abuses and to 
insuring through like means lawful per- 
formance of public duty. If some organiza- 
tion of this sort had addressed itself years 
ago to the abuses of the Oil Inspector's office 
the city might obviously have been saved 
some scores of thousands of dollars—and 
the course of local politics in both parties 
might perhaps have been perceptibly im- 
proved. The inquiry initiated by the Mer- 
chants’ club into the accounting methods 
of this city has led to a plan which is now 
being carried out for the complete reorgan- 
ization of those methods and which actually 
promises to add several hundred thousand 
dollars to the city’s revenues annually. 

That local organization which is distinct- 
ively committed to the work of inepecting 
local administration is the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation, and its accomplishments during the 
last year in forcing an observance of the 
civil service law by the County board, in 
cutting down the fraudulent expenditures 
of the useless town governments by perhaps 
$150,000, and in thus promoting—by cutting 
off tempting revenues—the action of the last 
Legislature looking toward the elimination 
of this antiquated town machinery, make 
up one of the most brilliant and hopeful 
chapters in the recent improvement of local 
public life. | 

In its twenty-seventh annual report, re- 
cently issued, this association recites an ex- 
penditure last year of over $8,000, and in- 
vites support for its future work. That it 
has richly deserved such support by its 
achievements during the last year is only 
as obvious as it is that the sort of work 
which it represents is never done once for 
all, and is needed as imperatively in appro- 
priate lines today as it was a yearago. For 
example, the actual operation of the county 
civil service law should not be overlooked. 
The town governments still challenge atten- 
tion.» The frauds heretofore practiced in 
ch of the County board under coal con- 
t and the recent award of like contracts 
to the firm iniplicated indf¢ate imperative 
subject matter for scrutiny. There is pecu- 
ar need, too, for intelligent notice of the 
tremendous expenditures of the Drainage 
board. The public will hardly forget these 
demands nor the relation of the Citizens’ 
association to them. 


Yesterday's papers record- 
ed the death of three cen- 
tenarians. Two of them 
lived in Illinois and one 
in Indiana. Two of them 
were women and Ane was a man. The 
number of women who manage to 
cross the century mark seems to be 
greater than that of men. These female 
veterans may be more tenderly cared for 
than old men are, or they may take a 
keener interest in life in spite of age and its 
infirmities than male centenarians do. Some 
old men get exceedingly weary of existence 
and are giad to go. There have been and 
there still are many who have laid claim to 
be over 100 years old when in reality such 
Was not the case. He who says he is so 
venerable should bring forward evidence. He 
should be able to point to the record of his 
birth or prove his antiquity in some other 
satisfactory way. Few, indeed, of the many 
colored people who have said they wereover 
100 have been able to prove it. One of the 
centenarians who died last week was a wom- 
an who was born in a New Hampshire town 
a little over 104 years ago. Her birth is 
recorded there, and there is no question’ as 
to her age. The male centenarian, who came 
to Illinois in 1882 and has lived in Shelby 
County since 1860, said he was 106 years old, 
and as evidence of that gave his recollections 
of events which happened in 1805, when he 
was assumedly 10 years old. But recollec- 
tions of this kind, when unvertfied, are of 
no more value as evidence than the state- 
ments of old colored folks to the effect that 
they nursed George Washington or groomed 
his horses. The case for this venerable resi- 
dent of Sheiby County is not so well made 
out as one would like to have it. Whoever 
sets up in business as a centenarian should 
always have on hand the documents that 
careful investigators will insist on. 


THE POET LAUREATE’S LATEST. 

Alfred Austin, the English poet laureate, 
has again broken into song, this time to cele- 
brate the return of the Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall and York, and again will have to 
run the gantlet of ironical and malicious 
criticism. It matters little what is the grist 
that Mr. Austin grinds. His brother poets 
will shrug their shoulders as much as to say 
they could have done better. The genera) 
public, which does not see the necessity for 
a poet laureate, will ridicule whatever be 
the subject. 

It must be confessed that the subject of 
the new poem, “A Royal Homecoming,” 
has little in it that appeals to the lyre. The 
journeying of the royal pair round the world 
with its appendant functions is hopelessly 
prosaic, and opens up no opportunities for 
Pegasus to rise much above the earth. Un-

story much more fluently and beautifully it 
he hed not been rhythmically hampered. 
Told concisely, he welcomes the pair home 
and relates that the King smiles and the 
Queen weeps.

They have “ circled 
the earth with pinions fleet and have been 
welcomed everywhere. “Eight changetul 
moons have moved from shield to sickle,

eves "—an unnecessary arithmetical state- 
ment of time—have waxed and waned, and

homes and theirs.” Equally may one doubt 
whether England has found and drained the 
fountain of youth

If Mr. Austin’s welcome to the Duke and 
Duchess is progaic it is not his fault but that 
of the occasion, When the poet laureate is 
not laureating but writing of his free will 
and without regard to his meager stipend, he 
produces pleasant poetry, even if it be not 
of the first rank. When, however, he is 
called upon to celebrate some one of the 
innumerable royal functions offhand he flies 
low. Nor is this peculiar to Mr. Austin, 
It was true of his predecessors, It is true of 
musicians as well as poets, Occasions lack 
inspiration, and without inspiration the poet 
usually cuts a sorry figure. Pindar could 
write odes of occasion, and Horace could 
toes off his delightful verses with each new 
consignment of Falernian from Mecenas. 
Perhaps if the cask of Canary had not béen 
eliminated from the English poet laureate’s 
wages Mr. Austin would have done better. 
There is much inspiration in generous wine. 


| REGULATING TELEPHONES. 

Should a community be absolutely at 
the mercy of a private company for tele- 
phone service, without means of informa- 
tion on the subject or means of protection 
other than the motive of the company for 
gain? Should it have no means of know- 
ing how far that company is making ren- 
sonable efforts to fulfill its duties? Should 
it be in the dark as to how far its ow grantee 
of special privileges is using them to ex- 
ploit a helpless public? Should it be power- 
less by reason of such ignorance to insist 


-upon the correction of constant abuses? 


It should not, and yet the people of Chicago 
are under ald these disabilities today. 

They are in the dark so far as accurate 
information on these matters is concerned, 
and no one has undertaken to inquire in 
their behalf. Although comparison is the 
road to wisdom and progress, this city has 
never taken steps to learn how ite telephone 
facilities compare in character, popularity, 
or cost with those of other cities. It has 
also systematically ignored the propriety 
and value of public intelligence, pressure, 
and direction to re the best and widest 
and cheapest practicable telephone develop- 
ment in this expanded telephone field. The 
profit-making motive has been given com- 
plete freedom. 

Indeed, after procuring an opinion from 
the Corporation Counsel that the telephone 
company is today exceeding its legal charges 
for the prevailing unlimited service by the 
difference between $125 and $175 per year, 
the Council recently decided that, in view 
of the action instituted in reference to that 
matter by the Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, there was no occasion for the 
city government to do aught save fold its 
hands over the whole subject. 

This shows an attitude toward great pub- 
lie interests which is only as timid as it is 
lethargic and unenterprising. No one has 
any business to advocate persecution or 
unfairness toward the telephone or any other 
The restriction, 
however, to particular interests of the right 
to render telephone service for profit implies 
the duty on the part of the granting authori- 
ty of responsible supervision of the exer- 
cise of that right. 

It follows from thie undeniable principle 
—which is slowly but steadily gaining effec- 
tive recognition in municipal government— 
that the City Council is bound to take prop- 
er means for informing itself as to the 
comparative standing of our loca) telephone 
service and the respects in which its ad- 
ministration ought to be modified. Action 
in this direction is the logical sequence of 
the existing situation and is in order. 


THE TRADE IN OLD MASTERS. 

Within the last few weeks some notable 
purchases of pictures have been made from 
European dealers by Americans. Mrs. 
Jack Gardiner has added to her collet- 
tion in Boston a famous Botticelli, bought 
in Italy. Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan has 
bought, not only a portrait by Rubens, a 
fine specimen of George Moriand, the fa- 
mous English painter, and two or three pic- 
tures by Dutch masters, but also the 
Raphael Holy Family,” known as the 
Colonna Madonna from its long ownership 
by the Roman family of that name, the 
whole collection costing Mr. Morgan about 
$700,000. Mr. C. T. Yerkes has bought 
Turner's painting. Rockets and Blue 
Lights,” which is not among that artist’s 
famous works, for $78,750—an extravagant 
price when it is considered that at the lust 
sale it brought only $18,500, while fifteen 
years ago it was sold for $3,560. 

These are only a few among many in- 
stances showing that there is an unusual 
drift of pictures, and other objects of art as 
well, from Europe to this country. From 
one point of view this is fortunate. Our 
museums are rapidly getting possession of 
old masterpieces and our men of wealth are 
adding them to their private galleries, which, 
when the courtesy is not abused, are usu- 
ally accessible to the public, and eventually 
become part of museum galleries. It shows 
that the love of art is steadily growing in 
this country and that the new world, from 
the artistic standpoint, is growing more and 
more Independent of the old world. The 
educational value of works by such masters 
is also great, both for the public and for 
artists. The more such pictures come here 
the less likely will it be that art students 
will go abroad. 

From another point of view, however, 
there is danger of imposition. The demand 
of American tourists for art works, which 
was never so great as it is now, leads to dis- 
honest methods of supply. Many Ameri- 
cans have been duped into buying spurious 
old masters, and even spurious modern ones. 
A recent letter in the New York Evening 
Post says that artists with mannerisms are 
the constant victims of forgery. In a recent 
interview Jules Dupré said: “I last week 
stopped the exportation of a painting falsely 
attributed to me and addressed to a well- 
known American millionaire.” Henner, 
Roybet, and Ziem are frequent victims, 
while Diazes, Corots, and other pictures of 
the Barbizon school are so constantly on sale 
and in guch numbers as to indicate that the 
picture manufacturing business is flourish- 
ing. Such is the case, in fact, and Paris is 
headquarters of the business. It is known 
that there are several ateliers in that city 
in which a large number of painters,’ some 
of thém not inferior artists, make a living 
in producing old and modern masters for the 
special accommodation of American buyers, 
just as in Italy factories have been opened 
for the express purpose of supplying them 
with Roman antiques. It is a safe business. 
The dealer who sells the American buyer a 
Corot, for instance, does not guarantee it.

PREJUDICE FOR GOOD aPSLLING, 
| ‘he other day one of the speakers at @ 
meeting of the Hull House Woman’s club 
was asked whether the new methods of 
teaching spelling had not proved “to be 
failures andi whether there were not more 
poor spellers now than there used to be, 
The answer to this was: “ I cannot see that 
the question is of importance. The end 
of all existence is not to learn to spell. If 
a child can’t spell when he leaves high 
school, be will learn to do so ultimately. 
For my part, I would prefer a boy who 
could think and not spell to one who could 
spell and not think.” . 

It is true that a man can be a great 
merchant, statesman, painter, or poet, and 
yet be a poor speller. There are many men 
who cannot spell correctly and yet have 
rendered great services to their country. 
Possibly they could not have been any more 
useful than they weré had they been past 
masters of orthography. Nevertheless, it 
is altogether.expedient at the present time 
that boys and girls should learn to spell 
correctly. It is better to do so before leav- 
ing the high school or the grammar school, 
for not many learn afterwards. 

At this time a misspelt word is looked 
on by whoever knows it is misspelt as the 
earmark of a defective education. It may 
be said that this is a prejudice, but preju- 
dices. must be reckoned with. If a genius 
or a statesman is seen using his knife where 
he should use his fork he is no less a genius 
or a statesman than he was before, but a 
great many persons jump at the conclusion 
that he was badly brought up, and they 
do not think quite so much of him as they 
did. If they find him making blunders 
in the spelling of common words they have 
a feeling of pained surprise. 


prejudices in favor of correct spelling. They 
do not wish to have in their employ persons 
who make what they consider unpardonable 
blunders. The boy who has in him the 
makings of a merchant prince will get there 
no matter what liberties he may take with 
the letters of a word. The boy who bas 
only the abilities of a clerk will find it hard 
to make progress if he takes similar liberties. 

The day may come when spelling will 
be anarchistic, every man following his 
own sweet will. Until that day shall come 
it will be prudence on the part of the rising 
generation to learn to spell in accordance 
with established forms, absurd though they 
may seem. This will not impair the literary, 
artistic, or business capacity any of those 
who belong to that generation may possess. 
It will help many to earn a decent living 
and enable them to escape the jibes and 
jeers which persons who can spell correctly 
permit themselves at the expense of those 
who cannot.

The art supplement issued today isa repr 
duction of The Last Moments of Sapho.” 
A picture which was one of the great suc- 
cesses Of the Paris Salon of 1901. It is the 
masterpiece of the American artist, George 
Hitchcock, and is a work that has the en- 
comiums of the most cultivated and discrim- 
inating critics. It is a work which combines 
beauty, refined sentiment, and originality. 
It is at once forcible and delicate in both con- 
ception and treatment. 

It represents the Lesbian poetess standing 
on the brink of the Leucadian Rock, about 
to cast herself into the sea for her unre- 
ciprocated love of Phaon. She was 
a writer of hymns, elegies, and odes 
which it is said have never been sur- 
passed in sweetness and grace by any 
pyrrhic poet, either ancient or modern. Only 
her Ode to Venus and fragments of other 
poems have been preserved to tMe present 
time. 

She is known to have lived about 600 B. C. 
and is supposed to have been born about 625 
B. C., at Mitylene, on the Island of Lesbos. 
She was a friend of Alcaeus, the poet, and 
surrounded herself with a school of young 
women who were her followers in poetry. 
fashion, and gal'antry. Addison says: Her 
soul seems to have been made up of loveand 
poetry. She followed nature in all her 
thoughts. She felt passion in all ite warmth 
and described it in afl its symptoms.“ 
The artist has represented her violet 
weaving, sweet smiling Sapho,“ standing at 
the edge of a field carpeted with flowers and 
Close to the brink of the precipice. Her eyes 
are turned upward as if to take a last look 
at the bright sky before leaving earth for- 
ever. The land breese which plays with her 
auburn hair decked with violets and with her 
flowing white garments seems to impel her to 
the plunge into eternity. 

George Hitchcock was born at Providence, 
R. I., in 1850. Early in his artistic career he 
kept a bric-a-brac shop in Chicago, designed 
furniture, and painted miniature marine 
views. Later he studfed in Paris under Bou- 
langer and Lefebvre, and finally located at 
Egmond, Holland, where there is a small 
colony of artists. ' 
His first success wag-a picture entitled 
“Tulip Growing in Holland,” exhibited in 
1885, and since then bis chief works have 
been scenes from Holland landscapes and 
Holland life, until he produced the picture 
which is the subject of this notice. He has 
received medals in Paris, Berlin, Munich, 
Dresden, Vienna, Chicago, and New York. 

In 1885 the Empress of Austria visited Eg- 
mond and the town authorities housed her 
Majesty in Hitchcock’s studio and home for 
two days. The artist was absent at the time 
and this was done without his knowledge. 
The Empress had abundant opportunity to 
study the artist's work which she found 
there, and became so interested in it that she 
afterwards purchased one of his important 


pictures.

D., Oct. 26.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.})—Since I wrote you I have made 
a most thorough inveetigation of alleged 
lynchings charged against our State, being 
able to do so by your favor of Sept. 12, 1901, 
wherein you give dates, places, names, eto. 
Of ten cases mentioned during the last 
agixteen years, which is the period covered by 
THE TRIBUNE article—to wit: two in 1890;

I find that nine cases are without any founda- 
tion whatever and some of the alleged vic- 
tims. are alive today!

A most 
atrocious crime had been committed, and the 
crowd who captured the fiend handled him 
roughly, from the effects of which, it is said, 
he died.

This defect of the United States code is but one of a great number which 


characterize that instrument and the legislation which has succeeded it. 


The United States is one of the greatest nations in the world, but its erim- 
inal code at present is one of the most defective possessed by any civilized 
country. It is archaic in form, inexact in definition, incomplete in its class- 
ification of offenses, and wholly inadequate to represent the national life or 
the national conscience. It is based on the tradition that crime is a local 
matter, to be met by local remedies; hence it leaves to local authority many 
functions which ought to be discharged by the government itself. 

Charles Sumner raised the question in a brilliant article, “ Are We a 
Nation?” The civil war answered it. It settled the question of our polit- 
ical unity and solidified our national structure. But the question, “ Are 
You a Nation?” may be asked with evident justice by certain foreign pow- 
ers. We have rapidly developed in the last thirty years a sense of national- 
ity, but it has not been embodied in our criminal code. We have got so 
far im our sense of unity or cohesiveness that it is entirely proper, with- 
out any regard to the effect on the ear, to say The United States is” and 
The United States has; but we have not advanced so far in the develop- 
ment of a national consciousness that we can punish the most flagrant of- 
fenses against the subjects of foreign powers committed by the citizens of 
the United States. 

Of the numerous illustrations of our failure in this respect I recall most 
vividly the killing of the Italians in New Orleans in 1891 in the jail-of that 


city, because I happened to visit the jail and sea@these men two days before. 


an armed mob, after their acquittal by the jury, entered the jail and mur- 
dered them. This, being an offense cominitted in the State of Louisiana, 
was punishable by the courts ofthat State and not by those of the United 
States. Our government could and did pay an indemnity to the families of 
the victims, but it could not punish the perpetrators, and, as a matter of 
fact, they were never brought to justice by the State of Louisiana. Subse- 
quently, when in Italy, it was evident, in discussion with Italian penolo- 
gists, that this feature of our government, which regards crimes as a pure- 
ly local matter and fails to punish them under federal statute, created the 


‘impression of a serious defect in our national code, or in the distribution 


of authority. This defect has been recognized by American jurists and has 
been the subject of a paper of great ability by the Hon. Simeon E. Baldwin 


Every day witnesses an increasing interest in municipal affairs. Every 
day men of standing occupy municipal office and discharge it not merely as 
a matter of duty but as a matter of enthusiasm. The other day at Win- 
chester I saw a procession of English Mayors which made me feel that if 
those gentlemen had been divested of their gorgeous raiments and had been 
left in the ordinary attire of their fellow-citizens they would have presented 
a body of men of standing, of capacity, and of learning that would compare 
with any ordinary Senate. That in itself marks a great stride toward 
the best possible realization of our hopes. 

But for all that we are not safe. The bacillus of municipal cor- 
ruption is one that is extremely difficult to detect in its early growth, 
and extremely difficult to extirpate in its later growth, and we have 
the example of a community which is united to England by the nearest

force may obtain supremacy in our municipalities, a force which when once 
established it is almost impossible to drive out.

During his honeymoon Walter Savage Landor was reading some of his 
poetry to his bride. The lady seems to have been a little tired of the honey- 
moon in general and of the reading in particular (though Landor read beau- 
tifully), for she let go the arm of her husband, jumped up, and ran to the 
window to see dear delightful Punch,” which was being performed in the 
street. It was a bad beginning, to show so little interest in her husband's 
work; but little quarrels are sure to take place when people honeymoon not 
wisely but too well. It is a mistake also to have too much excitement ina 
honeymoon, to undertake, for instance, to see in a short month all the churches, 
all the picture galleries, and all the waterfalls in Europe. Trunks are tron- 
blesome to pack, trains do not go at the hour wished, and there are Many 
little mishaps trying to the nerves and causing quarrels which would not 
have taken place nearly so soon if the honeymoon had been spent in a calmer 
way. We know the riddle: What is the difference between a honeycomb 
and a honeymoon? One consists of many small cells, the other of one big 
sell. This need not and ought not to be the case. 

We are so accustomed to the different matrimonial customs and cere- 
monies that we do not inquire about their origin. And yet they all had a 
meaning once. The office ofthe “best man,” for instance, though now a 
sinecure, was not so when marriage by capture prevailed. Then a bridegroom 


was spontaneous and constant. That is, he discovered that this matter has 
in itself its own light and that this light was eternal. This fact reversed 
all known principles of chemistry. These rays were given the name of Bec- 
quere! rays, and the substances emitting them were called radioactive. 

It was in studying the properties of the radioactive rays that the in- 
vestigators ascertained in an ore, the“ pechbeude,” or ore of oxide of 
uranium, the existence of three substances. These substances were polo- 
nium, which was found by M. and Mme. Curie; thé radium, which was also 
discovered by them; and the actinium, which was discovered by M. Debierne. 

These ores of uranium were secured at the state works at Ivochunstal in 
Bohemia. Several thousand kilograms, besides tedious, expensive, and hard 
labor, were required to obtain a few decigrams of the substances, which 
are now astonishing the entire scientific world. They partake at the same 
time of the properties of the cathodic and X-rays. 

These substances spontaneously generate electricity. In a laboratory cf 
physies they upset all the apparatus. If the operator is saturated with their 
mysterious energies be cannot approach an electrical appliance without up- 
setting it. At a distance they produce a chemical reaction. One 
of the most wonderful results in connection with this is photo- 
graphs as mentioned above. They are spontaneously luminous with-

Some of our ground-loving winter residents delve under the show or find 
little tents where piles of brush have kept it up. The robin, when he stays 
with us, creeps into the thickest branches of an evergreen tree. No doubt 
many of our winter friends, such as nuthatches, kinglets, brown creepers, 
and wrens, take possession of deserted woodpecker nests. But where does 
the goldfinch sleep? What keeps the brave meadow lark from freezing? 
Who prepares a chamber for the bluejay? It is far more surprising that 
birds stay with us through the winter than that they go to a more genial 
climate. What can induce the possessors of wings to brave the cold and 
hunger, when it must be with difficulty that they can keep the life-currents 
flowing, especially when food is searce, or covered by snow or sleet. Now, 
we have opportunity to do something towards their support. We may, 
each one of us, in one little spot at least, be a real Providence to them, aud 
be abundantly repaid in the pleasure of watching their interesting and quaint 
ways, not to speak of the grateful colony we shall have about us when

This defect of committing to local authority duties which should be ful- 
filled and can only be fulfilled properly by the United States is seen in many 
other directions that affect ourselves much more than they do foreign na- 
tions. The difficulty is not with constitutional limitations,. but liea in. the 
fact that our national code belongs to the age of flintlock muskets, whale 
oil lamps, and the old-fashioned stage coach, It was, in fact, framed in 1825, 
and, though a great improvement over the original crimes act of 1790, it did 


not represent at that time the best work of its kind. Its deficiencies were 
manifest to Judge Story and were deplored by that eminent jurist. Since 


that time the criminal laws of the States, though amended and improved 
with many patches on the old garment, represent the same threadbare 
texture of criminal law as three-quarters of a century ago. The additions 
which have been made from time to time by special acts of Congress have 
not been incorporated in the body of the.code and are not sufficient to make 
a symmetrical instrument. : 

There are also startling omissions, The importance of these omissions 
is seen when we remember that the United States does not recognize any 


commion law erime. Unless a crime be actually defined and punishment pre- 


scribed by statute it · is not a erime under the United States law. One of 
the gravest omissions is the failure to denounce and punish robbery and 
assault to kill when committed en land, although these offenees are punish- 
able when committed on the water. The only way to cover such omissions 
in the past has been to fall back upon a provision of the crimes act of 1825, 
that if any offense were committed in any place ceded to or under the juris- 
diction of the United States the punishment of which is not provided for 
by any law of the United States, it should receive the punishment prescribed 
for like offenses by the laws of the State in which the place is situated. But 
this provision did not relieve the difficulty. It created others. ‘The ques- 
tion arose, did it apply only to State laws in force in 1825, when that pro- 
vision was made, or did it include subsequent legislation; did it apply to 
legislation that had been repealed; did it apply to places ceded to the United 
States prior to its enactment?

If all State laws were uniferm throughout the country, there would be 
less objection to appealing to a local code to find a punishment for an or- 
fense against the nation; but When we consider the variations and contra- 
dictions in the definition and punishment of crime under different State laws 
it is clear that there can be no equality in applying them. Why should the 
United States punish offendersten or fifteen different ways, or possibly 
forty-five different ways, according to the States in which they bappen te 
reside? ‘Ihe criminal law of the nation ought not to be framed on geo- 
graphical lines. ‘The United States ought to have one code instead of forty- 
tive, and that code should be as Complete and as perfect as that of any na- 
tion in the world. Instead of depending upon the separate States to fill 
out its deticiencies, the code of the nation should be a model which the 
States might imitate. 

It is gratifying to know, therefore, that the commission appointed by 
Congress to revise and codify the criminal and penal code of the United 
States has made its report to the Attorney General, which will furnish the 
basis of Congressional action at the next session. The commissich consisting 
of the Hon. Alexander C. Botkin of Montana, the Hon. David K. Watson 
of Ohio, and the Hon. William D. Bynum of Indiana, have ranged through 
all the laws of the United States, and sought to make a code which should be 
comprehensive, symmetrical, and consistent, and in the adjustment of penal- 
ties they have tried to keep abreast with the advaneed stage of modern 
penology. Copies of the projected code have been sent 3 
to prominent jurists in Europe, as well as the United 
States, who are studyng it with much interest, and“, 
from whom may come valuable suggestions. The 
commission has been limited by the act which created 
it. It has introduced no startling innovations. The 
has been one of great difficulty, The commissioners} “am 
have recognized some changes as desirable Which, 
they have not seen ther way clear to embody in the am 
proposed code.

How any man 
can read Kim and not recognize it as one 
of the best things in any literature I can- 
not understand; but that there are perfectly 
honest and thoroughly intelligent men who 
fan see no merit in the book is an unques- 

I have read the book with the utmost care, 
and to my mind nothing has ever been writ- 
ten as a panorama of strange scenes and 
people which can for an instant be compared 
with it. There are a dozen characters in it 
which are as truly creations as are any 
characters in Shakspeare. The way in which 
one scene of Indiana Hfe after another is 
unrolled before the reader, until he sees all 
India, as if he were looking down upon a 
vast landscape from some height in the 
clearest atmosphere, is next to miraculous. 
The Saturday Review charges the book with 
lack of interest. The charge, which has al- 
ready been made by the Daily Chronicle, 
means, when it is reduced to its lowest terms, 

that in Kim there is no hero who finally 
marries the heroine. We are told that there 
is no love interest in it—as if the love of the 
sexes were the one thing in life. For one 1 
love the book all the better because there is 
no lovemaking in it. It deals with life; and 
love is only a part of life, and not the whole 
of it. 

„Kim will live, even if every other novel 
written during the last century is forgotten. 
It may not be fully appreciated until it has 
grown somewhat older and people have be- 
come used to the idea that a novel without 
any love in it may still be readable. In that 
wonderful story called The Finest Story 
in the World — may not quote the title 
with absolute accuracy, as I have not the 
story at hand—the simple-minded young 
man whose unconscious gimpses of his pre- 
vious incarnations constitute the story, ad- 
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Greek trireme and the Viking ship fall in 
love with a girl and marry her. The young 
man faithfully represents a part of the read- 
ing public. They must have the hero fail 
in love with the heroine. But Kipling knew 
better than to spoil “‘ The Finest Story in 
the World” in such a stupid way. There 
is no love interest in that story, and yet 
Ats name is nearly true. It is one of the 
finest stories in the world, and Kim —a

Mr. Kipling has completed a new short 
story, dealing with the Transvaal war, which 
will appear at an early date. He has also 
just printed a new war poem in the Times. 
He is certainly a busy man, but the more 
he writes the more the public will have for 
which to thank him. 
Mr. John Shorthouse, the author of “ John 
Inglesant,” is seriously ill. His experience 
has been a curious one. He wrote one 
book which brought him immediate fame, 
und several others which attracted hardly 
phy attention. And now, though it is less 
than twenty years since John Inglesant ” 
was published, the new generation knows 
nothing of it.

reread it. Mr. Shorthouse had his op- 
portunity, but it was a brief one. I cannot 
explain why John Inglesant” has been 
go generally forgotten. There is nothing 
about the book which can account for the 
neglect into which it has fallen. It ought 
to be as interesting today as it was when 
it was written, but the simple truth is 
that it is not, It did not belong to a class 
of novels for which the present public has 
a taste.

Teach me to see the 
lecal color Without being blind to the inner light. 
Give me an ideal that will stand the strain of 
weaving into human stuff on the loom of the real. 
Keep me from caring more for books than for 
folks, for than for life. Steady me to do my 
full, stint 2 as wee as I can, and when that 


wilt, aah help me to say, 
a grateful 
AMEN. 

Dr. Robert McIntyre is among the novel- 
ists. The gifted and e&quent preacher has 
turned to fiction. But in turning to fiction 
he has not turned away from gospel truth. 
The story is only a more elaborated parable. 
His purpose is entirely legitimate. As a 
preacher he has always been a good deal 
of an artist.. The true sermon—the sermon 
that shall arrest and enthrall attention, win, 
captivate, convince, persuade in matters 
of vital and solemn moment to the individual 
and to society—offers scope for a supreme 
art. So, but no more, does any noble fle- 
tion. Phillips Brooks’ sermons in Trinity 
Church, Boston, evinced elements of consum- 
mate art and were as truly parts of Ameri- 
ican Hterature as was any American novel 
produced during the same period, 

Dr. Melntyre's novel bears the title “A 
Modern Apollo (Jennings & Pye). It isa 
strong story, with plenty of incident and 
some drastic force. The author knows how 
to tell a story. He is a writer of telling nar- 
rative and picturesque description. Some 
of the passages show the power of most 
effective description. 
Dr. McIntyre has an idea that the story, in 
order to captivate and hold attention and 
charm the reader, does not need to be erotic 
or otherwise potten. It is as a modest. 0 
earnest champion of wholesome fiction t 
he has joined the great army of novelists. 
It is plain that he does not think so meanly 
of the moral quality of the average Amer- 
ican reader as so many novel writers seem 
to. Moreover, with all his strong feel- 
ing and vivid expression, „ he is not 
a caricaturist. He has more confidence in 
his power to set forth an incident or point an 
impression than to deem it necessary to 
magnify a feature beyond all nature or 
proportion. 
The story begins with ‘the end of, the civil 
war. A private who had on one occasion 
saved his Colonel’s life—who himself had no 
home to go to—was invited by his Colonel to 
go home with him. This- Colonel had a 
daughter—but that is enough about the story 
to begin with. With all its romantic haps 
and mishaps the line of march keeps on and 
the strenuous contest for the continuing, 
victory, whatever the seeming catastrophes, 
is one which it is a keen pleasure to follow. 
It is to be hoped the eloquent preacher will 
try his hand at fiction again. It won't hurt 
— preaching, and it is in him to do better 
yet.

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 2.~—[{Special. }—I1li- 
nois University invaded Indiana today and 
carried away another football scalp when 
this afternoon's game with Indiana Univer- 
sity resulted in a score of 18 to 0 in favor of 
Illinois. 
The weather was ideal, and a crowd of 
5,000 witnessed the game, which was one of 
the prettiest and cleanest contests ever seen 
on Newby Oval. 

Although the Illinois team clearly out- 
played the Hoosiers, there was sufficient re- 
sistance by Indiana to make the play inter- 
esting. The first touchdown by Illinois was 
not secured until after twenty-four and ons- 
half minutes of play and just a half minute 
before the end of the first half. 

The other two scores were made within 
five minutes of the end of the last half. Iili- 
nois won the game by line bucking, making 
repeated gains through almost any portion 
of the Indiana line attacked, while, on thé 
contrary, the Illinois line was practically 
impenetrable to the Hoosiers, who depended 
on the excellent punting of Clevenger for 
most of their gains. Illinois frequently hur- 
died entirely over the Indiana line.

GREAT ONWARD SILVER TO BE RE- 
TIRED TO THE STUD. 


Sensational Trotter of the Year May 
Never Be Seen on the Track Again~ 
His Campaign Just Closed Remarka- 
ble in Many Respectse—Local Matinee 

Season in Review—Amateur Reins- 
men Advancing Raptdly te the Front 
~California String in Chicago.

At the close of the racing campaign last 
week Ed Geers sold to James L. Druin of 
Bardstown, Ky., his interest in the staition 
Onward Silver, a trotter whose series of 
races this year has, perhaps, never been 
equaled by an entire horse. 

This sale means that Onward Suver will 
o into the stud, and, as he is now 6 or 7 years 
oi, it is doubtful if he is ever again seen on 
the turf. But his races in 1901 will never 
be forgotten by those who saw them. Pre- 
vious to this. season Onward” Silver was 
known as a horse with a great burst of speed, 
but it was accompanied by an inclination 
t@ break at the critical moment, aud this 
kept him from winning many a race in which 
he should have taken down first money. 
“Geers had Onward Silver last year, then 
the property: of; the people who wanted to 
ell him, but there was no time at which 
the horse could fairly. be said to be right. 
A fore mouth was one of his troubles, and 
‘this increased a tendency to rush awag 
When asked for a Httle speed. These rushes 
Mmost invariably: culminated in a break 
which left Onward Silver far behind the rest 
t the field, and then would come a great 
?xhibition of fast trotting which would land 
the stallion: on the right side of the distance 
flag. In one race at Boston he won a heat 
and took a record of 2:11% after making a 
‘reak near the three-quarter pole, and how 


Ge this can only de guessed, but it was cer- 
tainly as good as a (wo- minute gat. 
At the end of the season Geers gave the 
horse up, and he was sold at auction for 
about $3,500, the new owner being Mr. Druin, 
Who is himself a good reinsman and a great 
Wer of trotters. He really bought Onward 
Bilver for John Hussey, who was at that 
time training for him. Hussey was just the 
Man the high-strung stallion needed as his 
®eacher. During the winter months he was 
given daily lessons in the art of correct de- 
ent. One of Hussey’s ideas is that it 
a good thing to sing to nervous horses 
While they are being worked, and Onward 
ver got many a choice vocal selection as he 
around the Louisville track. Just 
a@s the time came for stepping the horses 
Along a little, Hussey made arrangements to 
@rain for the Patchen Wilkes farm, and Mr. 
Druin found himself without a driver fora 
horse he believed to be one of the best in 
the land. 
“. Negotiations were opened with Geers, and 
the finally took Onward Silver, holding the 
ame opinion of his trotting capacity as did 
r. Druin. The horse was in good order 
r just the sort of preparation Geers thought 
he needed. His mouth was healed, and a

uring 1900 had disappeared. Geers rigged 
“the horse according to his own ideas, and 
done ef the things that he was most particu- 
Har about was that his head should be low- 
red. Then he was prepared over the Louis- 
vine track for the wonderful campaign that 
followed his departure from there. Speed 
“he had in plenty, so all the care and time 
“put in on the horse were in respect to his 
manners. He was drilled and drilled to 
rn that a trotter should keep on a trot all 
"the time.

This last phase of the stallion’s campaign 
“has puzzled some thoughtful horsemen more 
than any other fact in connection with the 
career of Onward Silver. They were unable 
“to understand how a horse who had gone 
“five heats or more in every race he won could 
till carry all his flesh and look as blooming 
as a rose, especially as it was an open secret 
that Geers had not spared him in the pre- 
üminary work and that he had been tried 
“put good and strong before every race. 


95 Never Fully Extended. 
One man whose opinion is entitled to weight 


ee. 2 explained the situation by saying that On- 


ard Silver is really a 2:06 horse, but that 
se will not stand a drive for that sort ofa 
mark, and that therefore his many miles in 
from 2:10 to 2:12 were really easy for him, 
especially as he has been compelled to beat 
2:10 in few heats. I believe this is the correct 
view to takt of the matter, for certainly no 
horse could go the races that Onward Silver 
has trotted this year and stay in the condi- 
tion he did, provided. the heats he trotted 
were hard on him. 

Onward Silver will have a vogue in the 
stud. His sire is one of the best sons of 
George Wilkes, and the dam of Silver was 


a full sister to Kentucky Union, the little 


chestnut mare that Ras Eckers brought 
out and that finally trotted to a mark of 
about 2:07. The dam of Kentucky Union was 
Kentucky Central, who years ago held the 
record for 4-year-old trotting mares, and it 
is from this line of his pedigree that Onward 
Silver gets his color and markings. He is 
not an Onward in looks or action, while a lot 
of things about him remind one of Kentucky 
Union. The sire of Onward Silver’s dam, 
Aberdeen, was a son of Hambletonian, and 
sired some speed, the best of his get being 
the trotter Hattie Woodward, who took a 
record of 2:15% her first season out to high- 
wheel sulky.

rich at loggerheads. Moreover, certain other 
statements made by Mr. Stein, who gave 
out the foregoing with the air of one who 
is withholding something for prudent rea- 
sons, seem to bear out and justify the sus- 
picion that a gold mine was discovered in 
the North. These statements are as follows: 


First—That he and his companions went 


to the North to explore the unknown west 
coast of Grinnel and Ellsmere Land, which 
appears in blank on all modern maps, but 
that when they reached their destination 
they found that they were forestalled; Peary 
and the Norwegian expedition, Captain Otto 
Sverdrup, having explored these regions prior 
to their arrival. . 

** Second—That he, Stein. and Peary, in the 
summer of 1900, entered West Ellsmere Land, 
being the first white men to set foot in this 
unknown region. That Ellsmere Land is un- 


inhabited has been well known for almost a 


century, but such was the number of wild 
animals, birds, etc., in this section that Peary

“From all this it is clear that since 1899 
Peary: has covered a good deal of unknown 
territory, aside from that traversed by him 
on his unsuccessful dash for the pole in 
March, 1900. 

“ Third—Mr. Stein, in a former interview, 
stated that north Greenland and Grinnel 
Land are both rich in minerals, and that he 
saw, and was shown by the Eskimo, inex- 
haustible deposits of alum, graphite, iron ore, 
nickel, etc. 

He also brought back with him a num- 
ber of specimens of quartz which he has not, 
as yet, had time to examine. The quartz he 
happened to mention at the same time that 
he was contradicting the statement as to 
his having said that Peary had discovered 
gold in Greenland.

globe. Further, that the aboriginal races of 
these islands are the small, dwarfish negroes 
known as the Todos. in Ceylon, the Mincopies 
in the Andaman Islands, tas in the Philip- 
pines, and Papuans in New Guinea, and, on 
the strength of this, two scientists erected 
the theory that this ancient and sunken con- 
tinent, which they named Lemuria,” was 
the original birthplace of man—the Garden of 
Eden, as it were—where man was first 
evolved from a lower and pithecoid form. 


Where Monkey Became Man. 


They had for guidance the proof that in 
the lemur they had found the prototype of 
the monkey and the ape, showing that these 
islands had been evolutionary in tendencies; 
that if the lemur there could become a mon- 


key, why not the monkey there become a 
man? 

For a long time this theory of Edwards 
and Sclater was ridiculed by scientists, but 
when Dr. Eugene Dubois of Holland discov- 
ered the cranial inferior bune, the femur, 
and a tooth, belonging to the pithecanthro- 
pus, buried in rock of the tertiary age at 
Trinil, on the Island of Java, in 1804, the 
attitude of scientists toward this theory ex- 
perienced a change. At the Congress of 
Anthropologists in 1898 these fragments dis- 
covered by Duboip\were acknowledged and 
accepted as being from the framework of 
the Darwinian “ missing link.” 

Since that time so generally have these 
findings of the congress been accepted that 
in 1000 two expeditions were sent to Java to 
add further proof of the link between the 

thecanthropus and man. 
errs ot the first of these to go was David 


* 


J. Walters, a Yale student, who was out- 
fitted by George Vanderbilt to make a still 

hunt of Java. He left New Haven in Septem- 

ber of last year. A month later Professor 

Haeckle of the University of Jena, one of the 

foremost scientists of Europe, left on the 

same quest. Neither expedition was success- 

ful in Java, despite the stories frequently 

told by natives from the jungles. | 

Nothing more than the remains of the 
pithecanthropus is considered likely to be 
found in the Philippines. But in that group, 
just as in Java, Sumatra, Borneo, and New 
Guinea, the gondawana and narbada rock 
formations are plainly marked, and it was 
in the first named of these that Dr. Dubois 
discovered the prehistoric bones of this first 
ancestor of man. 

Now, recognizing the existence of this 
tertiary rock in the whole chain of the Bast 
Indies, the sctentific institutions at Wash- 
ington are anxious to undertake a search to 
prove still further the ‘existence of this 
mammal. The theory is that the ani 
roamed the jungles before the einking of the 
former continent and that the rocky bases 
of the Phikppines should be as good scientific 
hunting ground for Americans as ls any other

ALETS are scarce in Chicago. So few 
are there of them and so seldom are 
their services required in this city of 
busy men that they have not even 
entered the cat@logue of most employ- 

ment agencies. The State bureau, compelled 
to list all sorts of labor, seldom hears from 


“We have had about six calls to supply 
valets in the life of this bureau,” said the 
assistant superintendent of the Illinois Free 
Employment bureau. We have had about 
twice as many applications for such posi- 
tions in that time. About half of these appli- 
cants, in applying, have used the term 
‘valet’ to designate the service. We have 
not had such an application to my knowl- 
edge in: six months, though several names 


gare still on our lists. If we should try to 


look them up, however, we doubtless would 
find that they had disappeared. 
In nearly every case where we have sup- 
plied a valet to a man it has been because 
he cont lated traveling in Europe. Prob- 
ably the — demanded of a valet by a 
Chicago man in such a case scarcely would 


- go beyond requiring the servant to look | 


after baggage, transfers, and the small pur- 
chases necessary in such trips. 
„Considering the position of the valet and 
the title, one might expect Frenchmen to be 
in the majority as applicants, but they are 
not. More Englishmen than men of other 
nationalities have applied to us for such 
places. Next to the English we have had 
negroes seeking the places, and among these 
eolored men have been some clean-cut, wide- 
awake fellows, too.

Fashions in “Penny Goods’ 
Change So Rapidly That 
Manufacturers Can't 
Keep Up. 


T is a wise father nowadays who nwo 
what kind of candies his offspring buys. 


parent who fondly belHeves that he could 

go into a candy-shop with his eyes shut, 
ask for some dainty that was popular in 
hts day, and have something handed over the 
counter that wil delight a youngster’s heart 
~—weil he’s mistaken, that's all. In the first 
place the chances are against his getting 
what he asked for at all, uniess the store- 
keeper has some petrified relics of antiquity 
stored away, and in the next place if he got 
it the youngster wouldn't eat it. There is no 
one 80 finicky as the smal! boy about the kind 
of candies he gets, unless it's his little sister. 
One of the busiest men in Chicago is the one 
who is intrusted with the work of thinking 
out novel ways to place the confectioner’s 
wares before these youthful epicureans. 

“It's the most difficult trade to cater to I 
know of,” said F. W. Rueckheim, a candy 
manufacturer, who makes a specialty of 
goodies for children. ‘The older people and 
the expénsive trade are much more easily 
satisfied. If we do not put out new things 
every day we may as well go out of the busi- 
ness, for the children will have them or noth- 
ing. Go into a candy store anywhere and see 
if you can find any of the favorites of your 
youth.’ Tou won't in Chicago. Of course we 
make stick candy yet, but thatisn’t sold. It's 
for grocers to giveaway. They keep it in jars 
and when the oid folks buy a bill of goods the 
grocer gives the little ones a stick of candy. 
He couldn't sell it in a thousand years. 


Want Something in a Box. 


** Just now the fancy of the children is for 
something done up in a box for a cent. It used 
to be for the biggest stick of taffy or cake of 
butter scotch or Jawbreaker or something that 
looked like a cent’s worth. Now the biggest 
pieces go begging, while he sizes up the most 
attractive boxes. Munchers,’ a cent a box; 
‘menthol cough drops’ a cent a box, those 
are favorites. Another that had a big run 
all summer was an imitation box of strawber- 
ries. The boxes looked like strawberry 
boxes and the candies were perfect little 
berries, made of s and colored pink out- 
side. They sold Mke wildfire, a penny a box. 

“A candy like that will sell all the year 
round, but there are others which have their 
exclusive seasons. In the summer we sell 
lots of lemon drops and marshmallows. 
Marshmallow candies are all populer then, 
but in the winter they turn hard and cannot 
be sold. In winter we sell taffies, chocolates, 
and things like that. 

There is a queer thing in these chil- 
dren’s candies, too. That is in the way the 
children get tired of them and stop buying. 

** Suppose we run these strawberries a year 
and all of a sudden the sales fall off and leave 
us stuck with 2,000 or 8,000 boxes on our 
hands. We let them lle. There's no use 
trying to sell them. Two or three years later 
we put them. out again and off they go. like 
hot cakes, with a new generation of children 
to take to them. 


Fashions in Cream Chocolates. 


„The older folks change their fancies some- 
times. It used to be the fashion to make 
chocolates as light colored as possible. Man- 
ufacturers spent time and money learning 
how to do this. Then when chocolates had 
almost lost their color a man in Chicago 
began selling drops covered with bitter 
black chocolate of a natural hue. Instantly 
the fashion changed and we could not get 
them black enough. Dealers would write 
im [t you cannot send black chocolate we 
do not want your goods.’ 

„All we could reply was that we did not 
and would not color chocolate black. The 
only thing it could be done with was lamp- 


now the natural color is desired. But there 
are many Greeks along Halsted here making 
their own candies for their little shops, who 
fill their chocolate with lampblack. 

„The manufacture of candy has been revo- 
Putionized in recent years by the action of 
the National Association of Manuafcturers. 
This body set about to reform the abuses 
of adulteration which were ruining the busi- 
ness. They aided in passing pure food laws 
in thirty-three States and in enforcing them. 
It has a standing reward of $200 for any one 
who can find a piece of adulterated candy 
for sale, and will prosecute every case. Where 
fifteen years ago it was not an uncommon 
thing for dealers to buy terra alba a ton at 
a time to mix with sugar today not a pound 
could be found in a Chicago factory. 

„ And the coloring matter has deen 
changed, too. By a law of the association a 
written guarantee of its harmless character 
must go with every pound of it, and every 
package ls analyzed. Green, which was once 
a dreaded color, is now the best, being the 
only color: of. entirely vegetable composi- 
tion. 

„Changes like this, however, are in the 
nature of a gradual evolution. The changes 
of children’s candies are sudden and fre- 
quent. You will have to hunt a long while 
now for the small boy. chewing a wad of 
taffy on the end of a stick, but you can find 
one on every corner picking dainties out of 
a penny box. Tomorrow the box may be as 
forgotten as the taffy stick.“

Delft is a city in Holland, celebrated, first, because there in «de Groote Kerk” are buried the remains of William the 
Silent; second, on account of her potteries, Delft Pottery being known the world over. But Delft is not the only city in Holland where Delft 
Pottery is produced, for in Makkum, a village in the province of Friesland, a pottery plant was started over 800 years ago by a certain Tigchelaar

Censumers’ League Establishes 
Fresh Air Factories for 
Garment Workers. 


HE Consumers’ league, which was or- 
‘ganized two yeafs ago by sev- 
eral women, for the purpose of 
eliminating “sweatshops’’ by per- 
suading shoppers to purchase nothing 
that is not marked by the league’s label, is | 
already showing results. The object for 
which it is striving is to send garmentmakers 
from unhealthful slums sweatshops to coun- 
try factories. Twenty-nine factories are 
working under this system. 

So far the league has supervised the pro- 
duction of white muslin underwear only. A 
typical factory is located at Richmond, Vt. 
A fifty-acre farm incloses a long well-lighted 
building, heated in winter by steam. Nearby 
is a commodious boarding-house for the work 
girls—electric lighted, steam heated, and pro- 
vided with a tennis court and a fruit and 
vegetable garden. The employés number 100 
women and girls and three men, all well paid, 
prosperdua, and intelligent. These are the 
conditions indorsed by the league label. The 
owners of the establishment are able to com- 
pete with the sweatshops of large cities be- 
cause of low rent, ample storage room for 
large amounts of raw material, and the best

Her 
mother was a native of the west of Ireland, 
and she, too, was the first of her family to 
emigrate.

Personally, Miss Goggin is one of the least 
obtrusive of women. One sees at a glance 
the force and determination that are hers. 
Bhe has the wit that is hers by inheritance, 
and at times it breaks from her when her 
face is most in repose, leaving a strenger 
in a considerable degree of doubt. 

She prides herself upon having been a 
busy woman all her life. In the same spirit 
she asserts that she is not descended from 
an Irish king. One branch of her father's 
family settled in Virginia in 1790 and an- 
other branch of that branch is in the neigh- 
borhood of Austin, Tex. The late Judge 
Goggin of Chicago was her third cousin. 

Migs Goggin considers that she has no time 
for either recreations or accomplishments, 
She is a member of the Catholic Women's 

„ the Teachers club, and the Teach- 
ers federation. She considers herself a 
thorough American, in view of the fact that 
her father was a naturaliged citizen when 
she was born, and as a teacher of young 
America she has not been found wanting.

F the many strange situations that 
have been produced by the turns and 
twists of the Mississippi River none 
is stranger, nor none so terrible in its 

results as that in Madrid Bend,“ 

where the great stream, turning north from 

Island No. 10, sweeps across the line from 
Tennessee into Kentucky, rounds into the 
Missouri shore, and then, sweeping south- 
ward, cata the line again to Tennessee. Thus 
it euts of a section of Kentucky from the 
rest of the State and even from the county 
to which ft belongs, and, wrapping around it 
a coil of its own wild waters, holds it aloof 
from law and order, from right and justice, 
end clings to it as the last resort in which 

may thrive the outlawry and crime which 

half a century ago were rampant along the 
whole river. 

There is probably no other place in America 
today in the heart of a cultivated country 
where human life is held so cheap as in this 
little region that lies opposite New Madrid. 
Mo., and pays its taxes at Hickman, Fulton 
County, Ky. 

This is Kentueky Point, the home of the 
Darnell-Watson feud, in which more than 


Forty men are said to have been killed. Four 


miles wide and about seven miles long, it is 
settled as thickly as any farming region in 
eastern Kentucky, produces enormous crops 
of cotton, which employ hundreds of pickers, 
and is always a scene of activity. Yet it has 
neither court nor constable, jail nor jailer, 


And acknowledges no law that does not ac- 


cord with its own notions of justice. Many 
months have elapsed since a Sheriff visited 
this region, and many years since he took a 
prisoner out from it to stand trial at the 
Hickman courthouse. Yet a week seldom 
goes by that some man is not killed by a fel- 
low somewhere on the point. With the Mis- 
sissippi on every side but one and Missouri 
across it, and with Tennessee on the fourth 
side, the murderer is certain of easy escape 
before a Sheriff thirty miles away could be 
notified and come to the scene. | 
Home of Lawiessness. 


The State line runs but a short distance 
south of Hickman, but from the capital 
down stream to Kentucky Point, in Madrid 
Bend, is more than twenty-five miles. Over- 
land there is no direct passage, for the in- 
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tercepting region of Missouri lies along the 
Bayou N. Juha and James base, which 
are impassible swamps, and which have 
themselves been the home of terrible law- 
lessness. By land through Tennessee is al- 
most as impassible, for it is cut by Reelford 
Lake and the surrounding swamps and 
bayous. Only the water route, therefore, re- 
mains for the Sheriff or other Kentucky 


_ officer who would go from Hickman to the 


Point, and to travel on this he must either 
use a skiff or wait for a steamer, which may 
bea week in coming. 

“Why, I haven't been down there in 
months,” said Sheriff Stubblefield recently. 
“There is never any trouble down there 
now. This idea that there is a killing there 
or a knife scrape every few days is nonsense. 
If there was I would have been notified.” 
Three Killed in Ten Days. 

Down on the point, however, information 
was easily had that three men had been 
killed within ten days. No one had taken 
the trouble to notify the Sheriff, as it was 
considered that the three were well done 
away with. 

“They ain't really ben what y’all might 
call a killin’,’”’ said a resident of the point. 
They was a feller killed up towards Bes- 
sie Sat’dy night that they come nigh notify- 


in’ the Sheriff about. Feller got off the boat ~ 


f'om Cairo, Nobody never did know who he 
was. He got to gamblin' with a Bessie fel- 
ler an’ quarreled with him an’ the Bessie 
feller killed him. Folks kinder thought to 
let it drop, for the stranger certainly did say 
the first word. 


They was another feller died last week, 


too, but you wouldn’t jes’ call that a killin’. 
He got shot up some a week ago Saturday in 
a little scrap at Slough landin’, but he didn’t 
die none till Wednesday, so I dunno as you'd 
call it killin’,”’ 

Further inquiry added to this list the mur- 
der of a negro by a white man to whom he 
had been impudent. It is hard to get Ken- 
tucky pointers to go into ancient history, 
but all admitted that there had been two 


. lynchings during the year, one of a negro for 


robbing a peddler, the other for no cause 
any one could remember. 

When the civil war came the confederate 
army seized New Madrid and Island Num- 


ber Ten and fortified them, and Commodore 
Foote spent a long campaign getting his 
vessels through Bayou St. John and the 
neighboring woods to cut them off. At the 
close of the war, when peace came to the rest 
of the country, feud came to Kentucky 
Point. General Darnell settled on the Ten- 
nessee side of the line, on the west of the

point, and Robert L. Watson Old Bob but North and South were forgotten in the 


Watson—on the Kentucky side. Families of 
Lanes and Donaldsons settled along the east 
side. A feud which originated in a quarrel 
between women soon set the Darnell-Wat- 
sons against the Lane-Donaldsons, and war 
broke out. General Darnell was a confed- 
erate and Captain Lane was a union veteran, 


arming and organizing of rival forces. In a 
short time each had from seventy to eighty 
men under arms and keeping within call, 
and for a long time neither ventured away 
from home without his force. 

Meetings were frequent and always fatal. 
Both sides formed ambushes, resorted to 


every kind of treachery and villany to ob- 
tain its ends, and at last the end was reached, 
when the last Lane and the last Donaldson 
were dead, and when General Darnell and 
all but one of his sons were killed. This last 
son, Diek Darnell, was shot this year, 
and with him dies his side of the Darnell- 
Watson clan. Of the Watsons, Old Bob” 
is dead and none of his sons lives on the 
point. but“ Young Bob,“ who has tried to 
keep out of the feud, and who is today its 
sole survivor. He goes heavily armed today 
and is preparing to move to Texas, where

he may hide himself beyond the finding 
any relative of the warring factions. This 
is not fear with him, for few would dare in- 
sinuate cowardice of any son of Old Bob” 
Beginnings of Feuds. 


It was in this feud that the Darneil-Wat- 
gon faction ambushed the Lanes at Slough 
landing one day and killed many of them. 
A steamer, going down stream, touched at 
the Darnell landing and a band of armed 
men boarded it and hid among the cotton 
bales. Captain Lane and some of his boys 


were on the landing on their side ready to 


put freight aboard the boat as it came in. 
They were advancing toward the plank 
when the ambushed men rose without warn- 
ing and fired volley after volley at them, kill- 
ing or Wounding all in sight. N 

General Darneil disclaimed responsibility 
for this, and rode up at the close to scold ” 
his boys, but the Sheriff was forced to take 
cognizance of it and arrested him. The trial 
was well under way, and most of the evi- 
dence was in, when in the middle of the aft- 
ernoon the Darnell army, numbering then 
some thirty armed men, filed into the court 
and covered Judge, jury, and spectators with 
shotguns and rifles.

BOUT two weeks ago a fisherman on 
a Jackson Park pier saw a large 
chicken hawk circling over the sandy 
beach opposite the foot of Sixty-sixth 
street. The bird was high in the 
air and as it circled toward him it was 
screaming shrilly. The hawk itself was in 
an unusual neighborhood, and as the fisher- 
man looked he saw that it had a snake in its 
talons, and that the reptile was squirming 
in the fierce grip of the bird. Gradually its 
contortions died away, however, and the 
great bird settled down to the ground at the 
far south end of the park, evidently to make 
a meal of its prey. According to the fisher- 
man, the snake was two anda half feet long, 
and from the actions of the hird he thought 
the reptile was biting it. 

To say to a resident of Chicago that it 
would be almost absolutely safe for him to 
pick up any snake he might find in the city 


‘limits and put it in his pocket is a fact not 


easily impressed upon even one person in 
twenty. The inherent fear and loathing felt 
for these reptiles are hopelessly against it. 
Yet there is scarcely a chance that outside of 
zoblogical collections there is a poisonous 
snake inside the city’s boundaries. 

Even in the days of the pioneers, the ven- 
omous snaltes of this lower end of Lake 
Michigan were few in species. The several 
kinds of rattlesnakes and the copperhead 
were almost the only ones known. Unrea- 
soning fear had made several other varieties 
into bogies, chief of which was the puffin 
adder, but these had no victims. 

Of the eight species of crotalus which in- 
habit the United States the crotalus horridus, 
or common rattlesnake, was best known in 
the environs of Chicago. The massasauga. 
or black rattlesnake, also was found, but in 
fewer numbers. 

The maseasauga in general shading was 
Mght or dark according to the ground on 
which he was found. In dark, damp places 
he partook of the somberness of his sur- 
routidings in the uplands he was ashy gray. 
But in each of these the seven rows of irreg- 
ular black spots were characteristic,

one who has heard the sullen, ominous 

warning of the rattlesnake, so unlike 

any other sound in nature, it is the 

mark of thetyroin woodcraft who mis- 

takes any other reptile for the cretalus. 

There are other harmless snakes which have 

the habit of shaking their tails when coiled, 

but even in a bed of dry leaves the sound 

could not simulate the warning of the rattle- 
snake. 

The copperhead, dreaded of the settler more 
than the rattlesnake, because of his silence, 
was of a reddish brown on the back, wits 
the marking of the head, and closely ap- 
proaching a dull copper, from which the 
reptile got its name. Transverse bands of 
darker brown mottled the back and sides 
of the creature, and underneath the warm 
flesh color was spotted with minute blotches 
of brown. 

But these venomous snakes, naturally rare 
in comparison with the harmless varieties, 
have disappeared. Their lack of fear for 
man has been their undoing. Lying coiled 
and defiant, seldom or never retreating from 
the approach of creation’s lord, they have 
become his victims, almost to extinction. 

But a dozen perfectly harmless reptiles. 
resting under the cloud of suspicion which 
the rattlesnake and copperhead have raised, 
are the victims still to the grinding heel of 
man. 

To the extent that he is found, no other 
snake is more hunted and feared than is the 
puffing adder. He has been called the great- 
est bluffer in nature. He has the short, 
thick body, and blunt tail that mark so many 
poisonous varieties. If cornered or crowded 
too closely, he coils, flattens his body, his 
head spreads to twice its normal size, and 
held erect, a spiteful hiss is blown from 
the open mouth out of which a forked 
tongue darts threateningly. Yet often the 
naturalist has held out a hand within an inch 
of his nose and been untouched. With the 
lay public, however, the puffing adder con- 
tinues to have a reputation for deadliness 
scarcely second to the rattlesnake, | 


> 


NCE the house, or milk snake, was 

common near Chicago. He got the 

name house snake from frequenting 

houses and outbuildings in quest of 

mice, rats, and cockroaches. He was 
quite as harmless as any gray tabby, but 
there are few of his kind left in the old 
haunts. 

The ground snake is an individual whose 
coloring, so like that of the black rattle- 
snake, often startles the woodsman. He is 
a burrower for the most part, and if found 
in a plowed field will attempt to escape by 
crawling into the earth. 

The blacksnake occasionally is found in 
the outskirts of Chicago, usually near some 
body of water around which thickets have 
grown up. They are arboreal in certain 
seasons and are discovered to man often 
by the chorus of bird voices, which betray. 
them in their movements upon nests of 
young birds. The larger specimens may be- 


come egg thieves in chicken-houses; other 


wise they are harmless. 

A snake that is numerous in Chicago’s en- 
virons—as he is almost everywhere else—is 
the water snake. There is scarcely a pond 
or lagoon in the city which is not frequent- 
ed by them in their search for frogs and tad- 
poles. These snakes often startle fisher- 
men and they have been caught on hooks, 
fighting flercely when thé fisherman has 
reeled them in. Their bite is no more than a 
pin prick, however. : 

The two varieties of garter snake, saurita 
and sirtalis, are most numerous. They are 
well known everywhere. The first named 
variety is longer than the other and more a 
frequenter of marsh land. They are harm- 
less, but to the touch they exude a pecullar 
offensive odor that is so penetrating and ad- 
hesive that one searcely can remove it from 
the hands. The cast-off skins of these 
snakes may be found without number along 
the Desplaines River season and they 
are much sought by the crested fly catcher

The telephone in the room of a 
swindler in Philadeiphia led to his detection 
and arrest. A man who had been a guest of 
a New York hotel for some time and finally 
left, actompanied by a large number of dia- 
monds and other jewelry, as well as a con- 
siderable quantity of money which had be- 
longed to his fellow-guests, went to Philadel- 
pla, and, taking a room, remained in hiding 
there, giving illness as an excuse for having 
his meais brought to him and to account for 
his never leaving his room. The New York 


hotel proprietor had called up the proprietors 


of several Philadelphia hotels and described 
the man he wanted. The proprietor of the 
hotel where the thief and swindler was in 
hiding said he had a suspicion that his mys- 
terlous guest was the man wanted, but that 
it would be impossibie for anybody to see the 
man, as he kept his room zealously and no 
one but the chambermaid or a waiter carry- 
ing in the meals was permitted to enter. The 
New York hotel man arranged with the Phil- 
adelphia landlord to have the chambermaid 
go into the swindler’s room and take down his 
telephone ard talk with the New York man, 
who was in his own hotel, 150 miles away.

When 
the man began to talk, asking the woman 
how she came to hear about him and for 
her to name a meeting place the police deftly 
handed the receiver over to the President of 
the bank that the embezzler had looted and 
who had come on to New York in search of 
the fugitive. The President recognized the 
voice over the telephone as being that of his 
man, and an officer was immediately dis- 
patched to make the arrest.

Telephoning from the grave seems an un- 
canny sort of thing, but that is what hap- 
pened in Florence, Italy. A young and beau- 
tiful girl of patrician lineage, named 
Teresa Allesandi, had been consigned to the 
family vault in a trance, her family believing 
that she was dead.

CRIMINALS WITS 
AID THE HONEST. 


| Ingenious Crooked Apparatus 


Converted to Economic 
Use in Society. 


RIMINALS as inventors of alibis and 


inals whose thoughts have lightly 
turned to crooked apparatus, which 
afterward have been converted to 
economic use in society, are without fame. 

An yet the national mints of Germany, 
France, and Italy are using a coin-making 
machine which was originated and perfected 
by a Manchester counterfeiter, whose best- 
known alias was Henry Harvey. Harvey 
neglected to patent his invention, however, 
and instead of living sumptuously on his 
royalties he is spending a monotonous life 
in prison at Portland, England. 

It was in 1805 that certain Manchester 
numismatists began to take exception to 
certain sovereigns in circulation. They 
queried the mint officials to know why, if 
sometimes such perfect coins as the in- 
closed could be turned out, why not at all 
times? These pretty coins were found to 
have been made by Mr. Harvey (not Coin ”’ 
Harvey, however), and the result was the 
imprisoning of the inventor and the ex- 
ploitation of his invention. 

Three years ago a certain Count Ether 
was a disturbing factor in police circles of 
continental Europe. His name was not in 
the peerage, but rather had come into slang 
use because of the person’s faculty for dis- 
appearing. Fritz von Schmidt was the man's 
real name, and in three months of 1808 he 
and his confederates stole $10.000,000 from 
the strong rooms of Paris, London, and 
Berlin banks. In each case a hole was found 
melted through the steel plates until the 
arm or the whole body of a man might pass 


Substance to Melt Steel. 
It was a mysterious series of crimes that 
almost paralyzed European money centers. 
Then one day Von Schmidt appeared, seék- 
ing a patent on a new substance calied ther- 
mite—a substance which steelmakers say 
will decrease the cost of a battleship more 
than one-third from the present scale. In 
exploiting this substance to the Patent of- 
fice, Von Schmidt showed what it would do 
in melting holes in steel tempered sheets. 
With an ordinary gasoline pot, such as is 
ed by painters in warping paint, this 
thermite created a heat that melted steel 
like wax, and in the exhibition the Berlin 
police became the most interested spectators, 
putting the dreaded safe robber under ar- 
rest. 
Years ago the police of Paris raided a 
school of crime, conducted by Du Chaillou, 
and out of which a following of small boys, 
with nerves of steel, had been preying upon 
the-public purse. The wonder was how such 
small gamins as Du ChaiNou employed had 
nerves for such work as they were found 
guilty of. Under stress of an inquisition. the 
principal in crime confessed and showed 
to the police the first hypodermic needle. 
The man had been apt at medicine, but wrong 
at heart. He had sunk so low in the social 
scale as to adopt a life of crime, and he 


introduced into the skin by this needle, 
nerved boys to any theft. His crimes were 
repudiated, but the needle itself is a boon 
to medicine and surgery. ; 
Deep sea diving has been made possible 
by a bank burglar named Arthur Johnston. 
Johnston had designs upon one of the larg- 
est banks of London. He had kept his eye 
on the place for years, and for a time had 
been a porter in the bank in order to make 
sure of his plans. When he had learned ail 
about the buliding he made ready to tunnel 
to the strong room. He rented a house near 
by and began to work. 


Invented Diver’s Helmet. 


But Johnston had discovered that a spring 
ran just under this strong room, feeding into 
a sewer, and through this sewer he meant 
to save much labor. But also he had to pro- 
vide against the chance of being drowned, 
and this provision was the pump and hel- 
met, now known to every diver. Johnston 
failed in his scheme of robbery, but the hel- 
met and pump still bear his name. 

Every conjurer recognizes the value of 
the Gladstone arm in many of the tricks 
of the trade. This arm is made in imitation 
of flesh and of thin rubber. It is inflated 
with air, passed up a sleeve, and pinned to 
the shoulder, leaving the real arm free in- 
side the conjurer’s coat. | 

Gladstone, however, was not a conjurer. 
He put on his false arm, and, with the real 
one inside his coat, would ride around Lon- 
don, taking watches, chains, purses, and 
valuables until his total theft reached $50,- 
000 


That almost perfect imitation marble 
which is used as the mantelpiece in nearly 
all houses not ordered by millionaires was 
first “‘ mixed by an Italian criminal named 
Gagliona. He, with several associates, de- 
cided to steal all the beautiful specimens 
of sculpture in their native land and sell 
them. Knowing that if a statue disap- 
peared wholly such a hue and cry would be 
raised that every other specimen of marble 
worth having would be put under lock and 
key, they hit upon the idea of substituting 
a perfectly made statue in each case. 80 
beautiful were the imitations that Gagliona 
and his gang were able to work for six 
months before suspicion was arouséd. 


FOLDING MILITARY BICYCLE.

That night it was impossible for even a 
Weary man to sleep, and though you would

Thé worst forest 
fire within the memory of the oldest lumbef- 
man was flaying the French River country. 
it ravened night and day; it devoured square 
milés of stand timber every hour; it ate 
& Village every round of the sun; avidly it 
— eur dumd, flicking tongues across 
se f clearings, futileiy piowed to restrain 
au ncked up houses and barris; it had 
caught even two steamboats and a railway 
train and had disturbed traffic over a great 
transcontinental railroad for a week. It had 
bared all the width of land between two 
drawn. parallels of latitude. Biaring and 
roaring, it leaped and bounded southward, 
blanking the map.of north Ontario, a visita- 
tion worse than war. And it took toll in 
human lives, too—the lives of men, women, 


and children. And the wild birds and beasts 


that lived in the trees and under them rushed 
before the Red Terror in flocks and herds, 
and the hindmost were caught and eaten. 


The brown mattress of smoke that hung. 


over Bowchink had swayed and billowed 
southward in front of the fire, drifted across 
Sheengwauk Lake and draped the village. 
The fire itself was only twenty miles away, 
and that night the great pine forest across 
the narrow lake, the most valuable timber 
limit left standing in the country, worth at 
least half a million dollars, was menaced. 
Indeed, it was evident that Providence in- 
tended that this magnificent forest should be 
laid in ashes. The fire was devastating a

On the Way to Saint Genevieve. 

When we told them what they were to do 
they offered us the whisky that remained 
in the bottle, and ten minutes afterward 
smoke was pouring from the short, fat, lead- 
colored funnels and mixing with the other 
smoke in the atmosphere.

Whimpering, ahd groaning, and shudder- 
ing, the four cottages rolled on the skids 
when the winches snicked and each cable 
strained taut with a whine. When the cot- 
tages had been pulled up against the scow 
noses of the alltgators the cables were 
unsnubbed, a swarm of men aided the paw- 


ing paddles to back the“ boats off the sand, 


while other men pushed the houses into 
deep water with pike poles; and four men 


n a. punt towed each cottage some distance 


from the shore and anchored it with a large 
stone, to which a short rope had been made 
fast. 


Then the warping tugs crept like huge 
crawfish up into other positions opposite 
other cottages, and the same skidding and 
winch work was d over again with as- 
sorted whoops and the measured hoy-yoe”’ 
of men heaving all together with bending 
hand spikes, many arms and backs always 
assisting the winding winches. So the work 
went on, and twelve of the cottages were 
anchored in a row 200 yards from land be- 
fore the dawn came stealing over the round- 
flanked Laurentian Hills on the eastern land 
line. 

The workers at Saint Genevieve did not 
behold the fire until two hours after sun- 
rise, but they smelt it while it was yet a 
far way off. Near 7 of the clock those 
whose business it was to anchor the houses 
off shore enjoyed a view of the fire, sulphur- 
yellow and damask-red, all along the sky 
above the woods.

ETON-THOMPSON'S change of name 
to Thompson-Seton, for which he has 
during the last few s obtained the 
permission of the co , serves to call 
attention to what are known as 

*“* double-barreled " names and likewise to 
the extremely unsatisfactory condition of the 
law with regard to names, not only in this 
country but also abroad. In point of fact, 
there is neither here nor in England—nor 
even on the continent of Europe—any defined 
law on the subject, and it is only when the 
ciyil or criminal law is put in force against 
an individual that the law takes cognizance 
of the name by which he or she is called. 
There is no law to prevent a man from 
calling himself what he pleases, or from 


changing his name from time to time, or 


from spelling it in a dozen different ways. 
He may even assume royal or military titles, 
and may likewise adopt armorial insignia to 
which he has no real right, providing, if he 
happens to be in Great Britain, he complies 
with the revenue requirements which the 
English fiscal authorities enforce in connec- 
tion therewith. 

Should, however, the names, titles, or 
armorial bearings thus unwarrantably as- 
sumed be used in connection with any frauds 
or crimes, the fact of their having been 
assumed without proper authority serves

marquisates is in the possession of families 
entirely different to those upon the members 
of which they were originally conferred 
hundreds of years ago.

The hatches of the Hattie Simpson were 
battened down,“ says Mr. Swain, and the 
Croton bugs made their headquarters under 
the flap of the tarpaulin below the battens.

The amateur student of natural history 
who wishes to begin a study of insectivora 
with their simple form, as exemplified in the 
blattidz, will find much to interest him fn a 


careful dissection of a specimen. If this 16 


done the insect should first be fastened firm - 
ly by pins to a sheet of cork, which is in 
turn fastened in the bottom of a dish. Then 
water should be poured over it to a depth of 


an inch, and the dissection should proceed 


under this. In this way the organs of the 
roach, which otherwise would appear col- 
lapsed and hard to distinguish, will be 
buoyed up and easily discernible. 


No Veins; Extra Lungs. 


Removing the hard shell of the roach with 
a sharp knife and cutting away the fatty 
layer along the back one comes at once upon 
the heart, which is thus placed in nearly ail 
insects. It runs along the entire length, and 
instead of being a well defined, valvular 
organ, as in higher animals, is Mttle more 
than a spongy tube with many holes 
which blood enters and leaves it. And on 
leaving the heart the blood passes not 
through any set of blood vessels but around 
the body generally, through all the interstices 
between the viscera, and as he has no veins 
to convey his blood to his lungs, the blattide 
have lungs to take the afr to the blood. 
The roach does not breathe through his 
mouth, either, as higher animals do, but has 
ten air holes along its sides with which the 
alr tubes are connected and through whieb

_ he Yarra had on board 250 French 
Marines and their officers, who had seen serv- 
tee in Oriental waters for a year and were 
en their homeward journey.

showing ata parade or review. The variety 
af hats and caps worn by the privates was 
somewhat surprising. Blue and white hel- 
mets, caps of all kinds of patterns and colors, 
imparted to the deck space occupied by the 
soldiera a varied appearance, particularly 
when the men were in motion. It was a 
quiet, sober, orderly crowd. The officers 
e@pent most of their time on deck in walking 
by twos in quiet conversation. The men had 
become hardened in their service, as at all 


times, by day and by night, they could be 


seen arranged in rows soundly asleep on the 
deck, lying on a ragged, thin blanket, without 
plliow and without cover. They were vet- 
erans, who were looking forward cheerfully 
and hopefully to the better times that await- 
ed them at home after a prolonged service 
for the country they served so well in pro- 
tecting its Oriental intereats. 

As we left the harbor of Nagasaki and 
passed the last islands that protect the Jap- 
anese coast at this point the calm, smooth 
sea greeted us smilingly, and we passed the 
Yoto Islands to the right of us towards - 
ing. The next day „ heavy swells rocked 


and pitched our good ship sufficiently to un- 


settle many stomachs and lighten the labors 
of the cook, and reduced the demands on the 
stores. of provisions toa minimum. At dinner 
time it became necessary to cover the tables 
with the familiar closed frames to prevent 
destruction af the fine tableware and break- 
age of the wine bottles so freely distributed 
for use without extra expense to the diners. 
Late in the afternoon the Saddle Islands, 
near the Chinese coast, were sighted to the 
jeft, and about the same time, it was ob- 
served that the dark blue color of the water 


‘was changed into a dirty green color, and 


a short distance farther, and rather abruptly 
the greenish hue gave way to a brownish yel- 
low color, the color of the water of the Lang- 


‘tee-Kiang River. This yellow color of the 


salt water extends from forty to sixty miles 
beyond the mouth of this mighty river, and 
it ia hard to tell where the river ends and the 
ecean begins. China cannot be seen from 
any distance, as the shore is low, almost on a 
level with the ocean. Numerous fishing 
junks on the yellow water gavp us timely in- 
timation to look for the mainland. The 
Yang-tee-Kiang, where it pours its dirty 
yellow water into the ocean, is 80 wide that 
for some distance land is out of sight on 
both sides. 


Chinese Methods of Fishing. 

As we came nearer the shore the number 
of Chinese junks at anchor increased to a 
veritable fleet. All were manned by from 
two to six Chinamen, engaged in fishing, 
Fishing es practiced here is a trade, not a 
sport. The water ts too dirty for the angler. 
The fish Ming here have but little use for 
their prodigious eyes, The fishing is done 
by the use of a large square dip-net, whichis 
lowered and raised by a long pole resting on 
a horizontal beam. As the net is raised 
the fisherman keeps his eyes on the little 
pool in the center of the net, and if it con- 
tains any fish they are dipped out with a 
small net attached to a long banrboo pole. 


The work must be monotonous and not re- 
munerative, considering the numberof times 


the net is drawn to the surface empty and 
the low cash price for fish. : 

Late in the evening we anchored off Woo- 
sung, a large village at the junction of the 
Whang-poo with the ¥Yang-tse-Kiang. The 
tender arrived too late to make the river trip 
to Shanghai. That evening we were priv- 
ileged to observe a phenomenon seldom wit- 
nessed even by sailors who live on the sea 
for a Mfetime. It was a night rainbow, about 
an hour before midnight. The clouds in the 
west were illuminated by the full moon ris- 
ing in the east. A complete faint rainbow 
formed, representing in a feeble way all the 
colors of the sun rainbow. The Captain of 
our ship, who had seen thirty years of service 
on the sea, said he had never seen a night 
rainbow, and when first informed doubted 
the correctness of the observation until he 
had seen it with his own eyes. 

We landed at Shanghai on Tuesday, Sept. 
3, at 8:50 a. mi., ha ing made the river trip 
from Woosung since sunrise. The Whang- 
poo River, serving as a harbor for Shanghai, 


resembles in color and behavior the Lang- 


tee-Kiang, which it enters near its ocean 
terminal. Nothing besides the innumerable 
sampans and junks manned by Chinese re- 
minded us that we were at the gate of a 
great Chinese city. 

The Chinese junk is a strange, antiquated 
craft with two enormous eyes at the stem 
signifying the wisdom of the primeval ship 
in finding its proper and safe course, in 
avoiding -collisions, and in traveling safely 
over the trackless sea. The sampan bears 
a great resemblance to its larger sister, the 
junk, and is propelled by the powerful Chi- 

boatmen in the same way as in cen- 
turies gone by, by sculling. The oar for 
this purpose is a peculiar one. It consists 
of two oars, a short and a long one, firmly 
tied together and fastened to the rear end 
of ithe boat by a ball and socket joint. The 
short part of the oar is wörked laterally by 
the boatmen and the long end makes move- 


ments like the tail of a fish, and these move- 


ments propel the boat. This single oar is 
fay superior to the double oar in general 
usp in our country, requiring much less 
muscular exertion, as well as regulating the 
movements of the boat with greater ease 
and precision. The landing was made in the 
European part of the city, on 4 great 
thoroughfare following the course of the 
rivér front. A strange, confusing sight pre- 
sented itself as we stepped on shore. An 
army of jinricksha and wheelbarrow men 
were anxious to wait on us. 
Chinese Jinrieksha Men. 

The Chinese jinricksha is the same as the 
one in Japan, but those we found here are 
somewhat more clumsy, more especially the 
shafts. a change probahl due to the gen- 
eral demand to bring the price of. this two- 
wheel man wagon within reach of the Chi- 
nese man-horse. The Chinese jinricksha 
man is much taller and stronger than his 
colleague in Japan, but makes no better 
time, and certainly endur- 


ance and pluck. The headgear of the 
nese substitute for the horse is even. 
simple and practical than the one worn by 
the same clase of men in Japan. The frame- 
work fitting the irregular head is made 
bambeo strips, wrapped in light cloth, an 

the head protection fastened to it is a low- 
coned straw roof, painted brown. Some

The Chinese wheelbarrow 

jinricksha by thousands of years, It was 
undoubtedly the first wheeled vehicle in 
vented by man. The wheelbarrow now ip 
use has undergone no modifications or im- 
provements for ages. The wheel consists of 


an imme solid disk of weod, made more 
durable by binding it with a belt of the 
toughest kind of wood. The sides of the 


whee] above the two triangular seats are 
framed in. great freight wagon in China 
is the wheel W. At present it is not 
‘considered in good taste for a foreigner to 
ride on a wheelbarrow in the streets of 
Shanghat. It is, however, in constant use 
by the lower and poor classes of Chinese es 
e tor the stylish and more ex- 
pensive jinmricksha. The fare is so cheap 
that even the poorest women will be wheeled 
to and from the market. For me this vehicle 
had a special attraction. | 


I had no desire to violate in any way the 


‘proprieties of the European part of the city, 
but a wheelbarrow ride was a prominent part 
of my program in coming to Shanghai. I 
selected an opportune moment when near the 
outskirts of the walled city. One of my col- 
leagues experienced the same e We 
beckoned a wheelman of enormous propor- 
tions in charge of a barrow that evidently 
had been handed down for active service 
through many generations. We found some 


difficulty in seating ourselves properly—that 


ia, in supporting one foot upon a side rope and 
the other upon the platform—but once in po- 
sition the ride commenced in earnest. Spec- 


tators gathered in alarming numbers. The 


man behind the wheel took in the situation 
correctly and felt that he for once in his life 
had been given an opportunity to make a 
well-deserved reputation and a chance to fill 
his pockets with a hatful of cash. 

Unfortunately we had chosen the wrong 
street for our first experience as wheelbar- 
row passengers. The street wAs paved with 
cobblestones. We were going at full speed, 
and violent jolting and jarring and many 
hard knocks against the framework over the 
wheel soon told on our sensitive brains and 
irritable retina. Dizziness is the first symp- 
tom of the mal de wheelbarrow. As the 
enormous wheel hopped over the round 
stones it seemed to produce a diminutive 
flash of lightning before my eyes. The crowd 
of Chinamen that formed the large proces- 
sion all around and far behind us jabbered 
and grinned whenever the calmness of our 
faces was disturbed by the crazy behavior of 
that single-wheel, springless vehicle, as it 
shot over the rough surface. 

Our ride was not a long one, when we mo- 
tioned to our sweating Chinaman to come te 
a standstill. We had had ohr experience and 
we made him happy for the balance of his

Shanghai’s River Front. 
e river street gf Shinghai, the Bu 
a broad boulevard, in which the . 
hotels, banks, and clubhouses are located. 
here the harbor is in full view, with 
its many battleships and merchant marine 
vessels from all parts of the world, and hun- 
dreds of one-masted Chinese junks. It pre- 
sents a scene of great activity, the water in 
front of it is constantly kept in motion by the 
passage of all kinds of crafts by night and 
| day, and the air is made to vibrate by 
steam whistles of all sizes and with a great 
variety of voices, from the hoarse, hollow 
thunder-like peals of the great ocean steam-

shore to shore. 
The loading and unloading of vessels is the 
exclusive work of the Chinese, who, half 
naked, do their hard work with dexterity and 
precision, keeping time by their monotohous 
extemporized songs. From the charming 
little park on the bank of the river the busy 
scenes in the harbor can be seen on one 
side, and on the other the stream of humanity: 
on foot and all kinds of vehicles, repre- 
senting, as it does, all nations engaged 
in business with the outside world. Men and 
women, yes, whole families on a single wheel- 
barrow; wheelbarrows heavily loaded with 
freight, files of jinrickshas, stately carriages 
With guadily draped drivers and foptmen, 
English carts, and small victorias mov- 
ing in both directions and crowding 
their way through a seething mass makes 
a picture which when first looked at makes 
the head dizzy without causing a definite 
impression, so confusing is the scene as a 
whole. 
What attracted my attention first on land- 
ing on Chinese soil was the East Indian 
policemen standing on the street corners 
preperving order. These men are splendid 
specimens of East Indians. Al! of them are 
nearly six feet and over in height, straight 
as an arrow, and well proportioned, dark 


complexion, and jet black hair and beards. b 


They trim the beard in a peculiar way, curl- 
ing the hair in a sweep upward and inward 
all around. It must take much time and 
patience to train such a strong, manly beard 
in such a decidedly novel manner. These 
men are in khaki uniforms and wear a 
massive turban in various colors. They are 
not armed, but when they raise their powerful 
hands, either in the way of suggestion or in 
the form of a command; the person 8 
dressed invariably does their bidding

its capacious rooms, ex 
superb kitchen, 


We in Chicago are proud of our famous 
hotels, but none of them could possibly do 


as much for its guests as the Astor House. 
The rooms are large enough for a whole fam- 
ily, are well furnished, and to each of them 


a bathroom is attached. The Chinese cham- | 


berman never tires in being of service to the 
patrons assigned to him. In the evening he 
prepares the bed for you, and early in the 
morning he enters the room noiselessly and 
attends to the boots and clothing. Little 
errands gre executed with the promptness of 
the clock and, above everything else, he is 
absolutely beyond the temptation of appro- 
priating anything belonging to the guests. 
I intentionally left a handful of silver coins 
on my table for three days during my stay 
in Shanghai, and found it undisturbed when 
I left. The dining-room service is entirely in 
the hands of intelligent and obliging Chinese 
waiters. These long-gowned, graceful wait- 
‘era are quite in contrast with our surly, 
‘bungling negro walters, and have no set tip 
prise in serving you, as is the case in most 


Fifty thousand Chinese waiters in our coun- 
try would revolutionize the chamber and 
dining-room service in our large restaurants 
and first-class hotels. 

A regiment of Indian troops marching 
through the streets of Shanghai attracted 
a good deal of attention. These soldiers are 
in the English service and came here a year 
ago to assist the English government in 
quelling tha then existing disturbances. It 
was a splendid body of men, well trained, and 
uniformed in khaki suits, and armed with 
modern guns of small caliber. I saw in the 


rear of the command a somewhat novel. 


ambulance in the form of a cot suspended 
from a strong bamboo pole; carried upon the 
shoulders of two soldiers. This manner of 
carrying a sick or wounded soldier excludes 
all possibility of jarring and commends itself 
tos 9 to emergency work in peace and 


Within the Walls of Shanghai. 


The foreign population of Shanghai is from 
6,000 to 7,000, the remainder being nearly all 
Chinese. I saw but few dapanese and Co- 
reans. Although I made frequent inquiries 
concerning the number of inhabitants in the 
intramural part of the city of parties who 
had lived in Shanghai for many years none 
of them pretended to know the exact number. 
The estimates varied from 400,000 to over 
2,000,000. 

I can readily understand the difficulties en- 
countered by the census taker in this section 
of the city. The whole intramural part of 
the city is one great beehive of humanity, 
and some portions are difficult of access and 
the class of Chinese living there are averse to 
all such procedures. Any attempts of this 
kind meet at once with an objection based 
on superstition and mistrust. The wall isan 
old one, and a few feet from it is a moat 
which has become a filthy mire, as it serves 
as a dumping place. for everything that can- 
not be more readily disposed of. Four prin- 
cipal gates lead into the city, all of which are 
closed every evening at 10 o'clock. | 

The walls are built.of brick and are wide 
enough on the top fer a comfortable prome- 
nade. Years ago this wall was relied upon 
as a means of defense, and the watch towers 
remain in a good state of preservation. All 
of the streets are paved with cobblestones, 
but none are wide enough even for the pas- 
sage of a jinricksha. The only vehicles in use 
are the wheelbarrow and the sedan chair. 

The city is intersected at short intervals 


by narrow passages, which serve the purpose 


of streets and sidewalks. Into these passages 
the small shops open. From early morning 
until far into the night these dark passage- 
ways swarm with people and the habitations 
serving as workshops and little stores are 
always crowded. All trades are represented 
—carpenters, blacksmiths, shoemakers, sad- 
/dlers, tailors, silversmiths, watchmakers, 
silk weavers—all are busy as bees and do 
their work with the most primitive tools. 

Boys and girls not more than 10 years of 
age may be seen in many of the shops doing 
the work of men and women. As there are 
no schools it may be as well to give them em- 
ployment as to let them roam about the 
dirty, noisy streets. A Chinese house here 
means a little shop in froht, opening on the 
street, from where all the light is obtained, 
and either in the shop itself or the part be- 
hind it is the place: to sleep and cook the 
simple meal. Those that can afford the 
small luxury of a mat to sleep’ upon do so, 
others in more straſtened circumstances 
sleep on the bare ground. « 


Where Housekeeping Is Cheap. 

Housekeeping in intramural Shanghai does 
not cost much, and the matter of expense 
should not be in the way of any young, 
healthy Chinaman wishing to undertake it. 
A $5 bill to these people would be consid- 
ered a large investment for start in life. 
It would more than pay for a good sized 
mat, a charcoal stove, a tea , a few blan- 
kets, a basketful of charcoal, And a peck of 
rice. The articles mentioned above are a 
little more than can be found in the average 
Chinaman’s house within the walls of the 
city. In some places we found long, dark 
passageways behind the shops, opening into 
a filthy court, all densely populated. How 
these people live and often reach old age 
must remain a mystery to the sanitarian. 
Many of these people have never been out- 
side of the wails, much less in the free, open 
country. They die where they are born, hav- 
ing seen only occasionally glimpses of the 
sun, moon, and stars. The whole city ap- 
pears to be more underground than above 
ground. 

It is in this part of the city that business 
ig done on the smallest scale, and it is only

Lack of Educated Physicians. , 


„China has no educated native physicians. 


Four hundred million people are without 
proper medical care, with the exception of 
what is done for them by foreigners. The 
men who pretend to treat illness are ignorant 
and their success, if any, is entirely due te 
the reecuperative capacity of their patients. 
Quackery is rampant all over China and is 
patronized by all classes, from the highest 
to the lowest, During my wanderings in 
the intramural part of Shanghai I had an 
opportunity to witness some of the decep- 
‘tions praetieced upon those who were in need 
-of medial services. 

In one of the few open places a large 
number of people had gathered in the form 
of a circle, all craning their necks to some- 
thing that was going on in the center. I 
elbowed my way through the dense mass 
to the front row, and there witnessed a 
scene by no means unknown in our coun- 
try. An elderly gentleman dressed in a 
flowing blue silk gown was squatting behind 
a large basin filled with human teeth In all 
stages of disease and some of them looked 
go well that it seemed strange any one 


would part with them. The owner of the 


dead teeth was talking and gesticulating 
to the bystanders, and our guide, who under- 
stood his language, said that he was relat- 
ing his skill in removing painlessly aching 
teeth. It was the same old story so often 
told by traveling toeth carpenters at the 
street corners or in some cheap hall in our 
large cities. I only regretted that during 
the short time 1 could devote to this point 
of attraction he did not succeed in finding 
any one with a toothache severe enough or 
with sufficient courage to give him a chance 
to make a practical demonstration of his 
skill. 

It is not difficult to find a large audience 
in any part of Chinatown. Less than @ 
block away from the eloquent dentist I 
found a typical Chinese doctor discussing 
his skill in treating with success all kinds 
of disease. His whole faith in the treat- 
ment of disease was pinned to a root which 
had much the shape and color of ginger. In 
a small dirty dish was a red fluid, into which 
slices of the root were dipped, It required 
no interpreter to know what this doctor 
was telling his audience. With this root 
properly stained and applied to the aching 
spot pain would disappear at once, and for 
a small consideration the remedy could be 
obtained there and then. Not far from this 
healer of all diseases with a single, prob- 
ably absolutely inert, remedy was @ gen- 
uine herb doctor.

Fashionable Chinese Physicians. 
As I was making these observations a sud- 
nen lull oectrred in the chattering and jab- 
bering of the ¢rowd who were being 80 
earnestly instructed in the management of 
all kinds of diseases. This sudden silence 
was caused by the approach of an elegan/’ 
edan chair carried by two gaudily dressed 
coolies. In this chair sat comfortably a rich- 
fy graped Chinaman wearing a beard 
rimmed à la Li Hung Chang. I was informed 
that the passenger in this chair was one 
of the many great Chinese doctors. These 
fashionable Chinese doctors represent the 
worst class of native doctors, not because 
they know less than their more humble col- 
jeagues, but, because they have the impu- 
dence to charge their patients from §2 to $4 
a visit. If the patient happens to be a 
wealthy one it is considered necessary to 
make the visits frequently. These rascals 
in the garb of doctors feed like leeches upon 
the flesh and blood of their wealthy pa- 
tients, while they never pretend to do any- 
thing for those who are unable to pay their 
exorbitant price. I saw this class of doctors 
quite frequently while rambling through the 
Chinese quarters of the city, and invariably 
making their rounds in a luxurious sedan 
chair. 

For many reasons the sedan chair has been 
made almost obsolete by the jinricksha, but 
it is a comfortable vehicle, as I can state 
from personal experience. I was anxious to 
give this aristocratic vehicle a trial, and did 
so, not in the Bund, where it is seldom if 
ever seen, but in the neighborhood of the 
walled city. The swinging movements of the 
chair are agreeable, and by drawing down 
the curtains a degree of privacy can be en- 
joyed, which is entirely out of question in

Castro’s Energy and Ambition. 

But Castro has ambition, energy, and abil- 
ity of a certain order. The Liberals of Vene- 
zuela and of Colombia are with him; the 
Liberals of Ecuador, however, have been 
holding aloof from actual arming and ag- 
gression. But under the lead of Castro the 
Liberals of Venezuela have made common 
cause with their brethren of Colombia against 
the Conservatives, who oppose the union. and 


a state of war exists between the two nations, 
Should Castro, with the aid of the Colombian 


Liberals, succeed in overthrowing the exist- 
ing government of Colombia, the union is 
inevitable, and Ecuador would come into the 
federation quietly, as it did before in Boli- 
var’s time. 

It is only a little while ago that Castro 
was a outlaw whose life would 
have been sacrificed had the people in power 
caught him. He was only an ordinary, every- 
day revolutionist, to be caught at any:time 
and suffer a military execution. But Castro 
has a genius for organization, and his con- 
science did not keep him awake nights. He 
has seized the supreme power and means 
to hold it, and more, too, if he can. 
President Castro is as arbitrary, as des- 
potic, and as politically unscrupulous as 
Guzman Blanco was, but his ambitions seem 
to be higher, and he is free, at least in part, 
from that extraordinary vanity which Blan- 
co displayed. Blanco did a great deal for 
Venezuela. and was practically an absolute 
monarch, as Castro is, but Blanco was con- 
tent to hold Venezuela and did not look be- 
yond her borders, finding quite enough to do 
at home. He scattered great statues of him- 
self all over the country and gave 


the title of The Illustrious American.“ he 


made for himself great wealth and large 
estates, but he never aimed at power outside 
of Venezuela. tro f no 
titles and erects no statues of himself, but 
he rules with all the despotism and remorse- 
lessness of Blanco and seeks to build himself 
a monument in the shape of a nation. |

I have to mention here that, outside of 
gome generalities, all intimate information 
about Parsee religious customs, family life, 
funeral ceremonials, etc., has been gained 
by me through this friend, who is an influen- 
tial member of the. Bombay Parsee com- 
munity. That such source of information 
deserves full credit is undeniable, and I can- 
not thank Mr. Jeejebhoy enough for the 
willingness and amiability with which he 
initiated me into things about whch a Parsee 
generally does not speak wth an outsider. 


Children’s Strange Dress. 


Just as Parsee men and women distinguish 
themselves from other street types, so — ft 
the case with Parsee children, and especially 
with the little girls, who look exc ngly 
ludicrous in their short skirts, reaching only 
to the middle of the thigh, and long white 
trousers, the embroidered or lace edge of 
which falls down to the ankle. The com- 


munity has its own large schools, in which 


the sexes are educated separately, and whicu 
strangers are freely allowed to visit. In- 
struction is given in the Gujerati lan 

a Hindoo dialect, which is spoken by the 
Parsees in general, but great.stress is laid 
on the learning of English. 

Between the seventh and thirteenth year 
the Parsee boy or girl is formally confirmed, 
and with this act officially admitted into the 
religious community. From that time on the 
boys are allowed to wear the sudra and 
the kustl.““ The first is a white sleeveless 
cotton shirt worn hext to the body, and the 
second a narrow white woolen band woven 
of seventy-two threads, which, wound around 
the body, possesses a specially sacred char- 
acter, and in the daily prayers plays a similar 
part as the “‘tephilum” with the orthodox 
Jews. The confirmation ceremony, although 
important, does not necessarily take place 
in the temple. It is as simple as it is original. 
Before investing the boy with the sudra and 
kust! the child ls given a bath by the next 
relatives with the assistance of a priest, dur- 
ing which procedure one of its hands rests 
on its head, while with the other it holds a 
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pommegranate leaf which has been made 
holy by contact with the sacred white bull 
which is kept in the fire temple. After this 
leaf has been chewed and swallowed the 
youthful candidate performs certain prayers 
and ablutions, wherewith the admission into 
the fraternity of Zoroaster is completed. 


Just as simple and original as the act of 


confirmation is the marriage ceremony. Mar- 
riages are generally arranged by the par- 
ents, and the bride is usually given a dowry 
corresponding with the financial circum- 
stances of her family, although love marri- 
ages without regard for tnaterial interests 
are not infrequent. The ceremony is per- 
formed by two priests, and in the presence 


of two male witnesses, either in the temple, 


the house, or any other suitable place. The 
contracting couple take each other’s hands, 
which are wound by the priest several times 
with cotton thread, and during the pronun- 
ciatton of the blessing, the latter throws 
rice, almonds, and small pieces of cécoanut 
at them. After the succeeding wedding feast 
the newly married couple repairs to the house 
of the groom’s parents, where they take their 
steady abode as long as the accommodations 
thereof will permit the same. 


‘Mysterious Fire Temple. 


In spite of their strongly developed sense 
of gain, which has acquired for them the 
sobriquet of Jews of India. and in spite of 
the ever-increasing English business com- 
petition, which naturally makes them dou- 
ble their commercial efforts, the Parsees 
always find time to comply with their nu- 
merous religious duties, and at no hour of 
the day ls there a lack of worshipers in 
the fire temple. In this temple there is no 
efficial service by priests at certain hours, 
and the Parsee goes to his house of worship 
whenever it pleases him. 

The priests form a separate caste called 


„% Mobed,“ and are born to office. They are 


allowed, however, to intermarry with Par- 


see women outside of their caste. Their. 
rights are mostly restricted to the wearing 
of white pagris and to the exclusive care 


of the eternal sacred fire which Is kept up 
in the temple, and for the nourishment of 
which the believers bring offerings of sandai 
ood. 
The religion of Zoroaster, which Parseeism 
represents, is not, as many believe, a poly- 
theistic but a monotheistic form of religion, 
and there is only one god comprised in the 
three different names of Mazda,” “‘Ahura,” 
and Ahura-Mazda. This god manifested 
himself to a Bactrian or Median philosopher, 
Zoroaster, who is supposed to have written 
‘down his doctrines in the sacred books of 


the Zend-Avesta.“ The ancient follow- 
ers of Zorcaster had neither idols nor 
temples nor altars, and considered the N 
use of such not only a sacrilege but a 
folly. The Parsees of today also repudi- 
ate any representation of their diety. Ac- 
cordng to Zorcaster’s philosophy, crea- 
tion is the work of two hostile princi- 
ples, a good one called Spenta-May-

He prays, like 
the Mussulman, five times daily, during 
which time he alternately winds and unwinds 
the sacred woolen band, the kusti,”’ on his 
body. His prayers are performed standing, 
and when in the temple in the space allotted 
to the worshipers. The sanctuary is sep- 
arated, and may be entered only by the offi- 
ciating Mobeds. Here the.sacred fire is 
burning in a large silver urn. The walls are 


decorated with antique arms, and here is 


also the bell which is struck from time to 
time by a Mobed in order to keep away evil 
spirits and to purify the polluted air with its 
sound waves. In short intervals one of the 
priests repairs to the worshipers with a hand- 
ful of ashes from the holy fire called 
*“‘rakhia,’”” who use the same to anoint 
throat, eyelids, and the space between the 
eyes. The sacred bull is also kept within 
the temple compound. This bull does by no 
means thank his canonization to a prerog- 
ative of birth, but simply to certain cere- 
monies by which he becomes metamorphosed 
from an ordinary steer into a sacred animal. 

On four days of the month, of which each 
contains thirty days, all bearing different 
names, like Ardibhest,“ Adar,“ Sarosh.“ 
„ Behram,” etc., the orthodox Parsee is for-

bidden the partaking of meat. The greatest 
feast day is ‘‘ Pepati’’ (New Year’s day), 
which falls about the middle of September. 
The last five days of the year, which do pot 
belong to any month, and which added

Unique Funeral Customs. 


Among all the peculiar religious and social 
customs and manners of the Parsees, the 
method of disposing of their dead is certainly 
by far the oddest and most interesting, and 
I delleve that nowhere in the world anything 
similar may be found. Most of the readers 
probably have heard or read about the m 
terious Towers of Silence, but it hasbeen the 
lot of only few travelers to visit the Parsee 
‘burial compound” on Malabar Hil, the 
fashionable residence quarter of Bombay, 
and to see there, by the assistance of a Par- 
see friend, things not intended for the eyes 


of strangers and non-believers in the doo 
trines of Zoroaster. 

The Parsee communtty of Bombay guard 
with jealous care the secrets of this com- 
pound, and, although distinguished tourists 
may, upon request, be allowed to enter the 
compound, they are always kept at consid- 
erable distance from the Towers of Silence by 
the escorting guard. The taking. of snap- 
shots is excluded, since every camera is Fe- 
lentlessly. confiscated at the entrance gate, 
and is only returned to the owner upon 
leaving the compound. Neither could I. in 
epite of my Influential friend, smuggle my 
camera in. but it was at least returned to 
me in undamaged condition, contrary to a 
similar experience which I had in Gibraltar, 


where the English military guard had also 


taken charge of my photographic apparatus 
during the time of my visit in the rock gal- 
leries. When the camera was returned to me 


I found that it had evidently been tampered 
with by the guard, and that it was in a piti- 


ful condition. I was informed that the closer 
examination of the grewsome towers was 
even denied to the Prince of Wales during 
his Indian travels ,and that only a wooden 
model had been prepared for the purpose of 


- enlightening him in thisrespeet. This model, 


since then, is also shown to privileged visit- 
ors. In reality, it suffices to gain a good idea 
of the Parsee burial] method, if the devouring 
of corpses by carrion birds may be called 
burial. 

The compound, sufrounded by high walls, 
incloses five round towers of approximately 
the same size, which, on account of their 
proportionately small height, appear rather 
squatty. Their tops appear flat, and their 
walls are of plain masonry. The towers ate 
at a short distance from each other and are 
half hidden behind trees and shrubbery. 
Three of them serve for general use, one for 
the disposal of suicides, and the fifth has 
been reserved for the last years exclu- 
sively for members of the Modi family.’ The 
designs and inner arrangements of all five 
towers are alike. A low door and a stairway 
lead to the top of the tower and to a round 
platform slightly inclined towards the center, 
which is surrounded to a height of about thres 
feet by the outside walls, thereby remain 
invisible to the observer. In the center 6 
this platform yawns the opening of a deep 
shaft, from the bottom of which subterranean 
drains lead to several deep wells. Around the 
edge of this shaft are three rows of stone 
slabs, intended for the of corpses; 
which are placed here ed and with the 
faces turned towards heaven. The row of 
smaller slabs next to the shaft is designed 
for children, the middle one for women, and 
the third one, next to the wall, for men. Not 
more than one or two hours are necessary for 
the ever hungry carrion birds to devour a 
body and to clean the bones thoroughly from 
the smallest particles of flesh, after which 
sun and rain add their share towards the 
work of rapid and total decomposition,
